Triple-diagnosed 
PWA case illustrates 
AIDS housing crunch

S an Francisco’s well-known 
housing shortage continues 
to make life challenging for 
people living with HIV/AIDS 
(PWAs), particularly those who 
also suffer from physical disabili¬ 
ties, substance abuse, and mental 
health issues. PWAs with multiple 
diagnoses know how difficult it is 
to find a place to live that isn’t a 
homeless shelter or a Tenderloin 
residential hotel. 

One such person is John 
Thoman, a San Franciscan with a 
triple diagnosis, who had to leave 
a residential treatment facility in 
June but had nowhere else to go. 
The situation nearly resulted in 
Thoman being made homeless. 

Thoman, who describes him¬ 
self as a legally blind diabetic liv¬ 
ing with AIDS, has been a resident 
at Ferguson Place, a program of 
Baker Places, Inc. for PWAs who 
also have substance abuse and 
mental health issues. He was look¬ 
ing forward to entering into a co¬ 
operative living arrangement after 
completing a 90-day program at 
the facility, but that fell through 
when agency staff expressed con¬ 
cerns about his readiness for co¬ 
op living.

Last month Thoman filed a 
grievance, hoping to appeal the 
denial of his request, but was told 


his time at Ferguson Place was 
rapidly ending because the facili¬ 
ty needed his space. In the mean¬ 
time, his grievance was unre¬ 
solved and he had nowhere to go. 
He did not want to go to a shelter 
or a residential hotel in the Ten¬ 
derloin. He became anxious. 

“I had a hard time getting Fer¬ 
guson to take me because I’m 
blind,” Thoman said. 

Judith Stevenson, director of 
operations for Baker Places, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that Fergu¬ 
son Place has a waiting list and 
needs Thoman to move so that 
someone else can be admitted. 
She also said that concerns about 
Thoman were not related to a re¬ 
lapse on his part, and reiterated 
that he was successful in complet¬ 
ing Ferguson’s program. 

“We immediately begin work¬ 
ing on discharge plans with them 
[clients],” Stevenson said, adding 
that the procedure was followed 
in Thoman’s case. “John expressed 
his desire for another program 
within Baker Places [co-op living] 
and had a meeting with staff.” 

Once the staff concerns were 
raised and Thoman filed his 
grievance, he was granted a cou¬ 
ple of extensions to remain at Fer¬ 
guson Place. Somehow, things

made available through the San 
Francisco History Room as part of 
the James C. Hormel Gay and Les¬ 
bian Center. 

Often referred to as the father 
of the modern gay liberation 
movement, Hay was one of the 
co-founders of the Mattachine 
Society in Los Angeles in the early 
1950s. Now 87, Hay remains ac¬ 
tive as a leader in the struggle for 
lesbian and gay civil rights. 

The historically important col¬ 
lection coming to the library rep¬ 
resents a lifetime of correspon¬ 
dence, papers, and memorabilia, 
including a large number of un¬ 
published manuscripts of such 
writings as short stories, poetry, 
film scripts, and treatments from 
the 1930s when Hay worked on 
avant-garde film projects as well 
as for Hollywood studios. It also 
includes records documenting 
Hay’s participation in various or¬ 
ganizations and movements, such 
as the founding of the Mattachine 
Foundation during 1948-1953. 
Extensive notes and recordings re¬ 
lating to Hay’s historical research 
papers on topics including music 
history and Native American 
Berdache are also included. 

Obtaining the prestigious Hay 
papers will really “solidify the im¬ 
portance of the Hormel Gay and 
Lesbian Center as a permanent 
repository for researchers,” said 
center manager Jim Van Buskirk. 

In the early 1930s, Hay was a 
student at Stanford University be¬ 
fore becoming involved in theatri¬ 
cal and artistic circles in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles. Hay cred¬ 
its the violence he witnessed dur¬ 
ing the San Francisco General 
Strike of 1934 with radicalizing 
him; as he later put, he was caught 
by the “siren song of Revolution.” 

“It is appropriate that the record

of Hay’s life work will be accessible 
in a public institution in the city 
that spawned his radicalization,” 
said Susan Goldstein, city archivist. 

Hay’s fascinating life is well 
documented in Stuart Timmons’s 
1990 biography The Trouble with 
Harry Hay: Founder of the Modern 
Gay Movement. Hay is featured in 
countless articles and documen¬ 
taries, including Jonathan Katz’s 
Gay American History (1976) and 
John D’Emilio’s Sexual Politics, 
Sexual Communities (1983). Hay’s 
collected writings, edited by Will 
Roscoe, were published in 1996 as 
Radically Gay: Gay Liberation in 
the Words of its Founder. Hay and 
his partner John Burnside are fea¬ 
tured in the groundbreaking 1978 
documentary, Word is Out, by the 
Mariposa Film Group, the archival 
materials for which are also held by 
the San Francisco Public Library. 

The efforts of Roscoe, Tim¬ 
mons, and many others, as well as 
the generosity of the Friends and 
Foundation of the San Francisco 
Public Library, have made possi¬ 
ble the preservation of this histor¬ 
ically important material. ▼

T he San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation’s (SFAF) board of di¬ 
rectors unanimously en¬ 
dorsed the agency’s latest budget at 
their meeting last Thursday, June 
24. Significandy, about $250,000 of 
SFAF’s $19.3 million spending 
plan for fiscal year 1999-2000 will 
come from reserve funds, an un¬ 
precedented step of spending an 
estimated $3 million that has until 
now been held in bank accounts. 

Michael J. Sangiacomo, chair of 
the board’s finance committee, said 
the foundation anticipates revenue 
of $19.1 million in 1999-2000, a 1 
percent decline from the most re- 
cendy revised budget of $19.2 mil¬ 
lion for fiscal year 1998-99. 

SFAF’s 1999-2000 fiscal year 
starts today (Thursday, July 1) 
and continues through June 30, 
2000; planning for the budget 
started in January. Last Thursday, 
there was virtually no discussion, 
and Sangiacomo said more than 
half of SFAF’s 19-member board 
attended the finance committee’s 
meeting Monday, June 21. There 
were 12 board members on hand 
at Thursday’s meeting. 

“The committee recommends 
the full board endorse the bud¬ 
get,” Sangiacomo said. 

Of the $19,315,195, in expendi¬ 
tures, $5,607,223 - or 29 percent - 
is for all staff salaries and wages, 
with an additional $1,538,597 - or 
8 percent - budgeted for all em¬ 
ployee benefits. Total management 
and general expenses are $863,205, 
while $13,607,341 represents total 
program services, and fund devel¬ 
opment expenses total $4,844,649. 
Gustavo Suarez, communications 
director, said the total manage¬ 
ment and general category reflects 
expenses for five full time equiva¬ 
lent positions. He explained the 
figure does not represent only five 
employees, but is the percentage of 
time devoted to management du¬ 
ties as defined by SFAF’s auditors. 

On the revenue side, Sangiaco¬ 
mo pointed out that the Califor¬ 
nia AIDS Ride brings in 41.8 per¬ 
cent of private development rev¬ 
enue. The AIDS Walk brings in an 
additional 28.7 percent. Sangiaco¬ 
mo called the two fundraising 
events “extraordinary,” and said 


they accounted for 45 percent of 
the budget. Board Chair Paul 
Wisotzky said the recently com¬ 
pleted AIDS Ride raised $11.1 
million. “It was the most success¬ 
ful AIDS fundraising event ever,” 
he said. It will be weeks before the 
figures for that ride are tallied, but 
preliminary estimates suggest ap¬ 
proximately $4 million of the 
pledges will be spent on overhead. 
The remainder will be split 
among SFAF and the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Center. 

SFAF’s total development rev¬ 
enue for the new fiscal year is pro¬ 
jected at $12.2 million, which is 
nearly identical to last year’s pro¬ 
jection. 

Sangiacomo said SFAF is “very 
lucky” to have a relatively stable 
pattern of contributions. “SFAF’s 
success in fundraising in San 
Francisco continues to defy trends 
nationally as several of our coun¬ 
terparts have seen significant de¬ 
creases in their budgets,” the bud¬ 
get report stated. “While we have 
been fortunate in being spared 
similar decreases, donor apathy is 
a concern and the significant scal¬ 
ing down of support from the 
corporate and foundation sectors 
for HIV-related activities is par¬ 
ticularly alarming as we anticipate 
the funding trends over the next 
two to three years.” 

Program spending 

Total program expenses are 
budgeted at $13.1 million, includ¬ 
ing $898,495 for the public policy 
department; $454,037 for commu¬ 
nications; and $1,250,744 for pro¬ 
grams and contract management. 
Expenses for the new HIV Services 
and Treatment Support (HSTS) 
department is just over $3 million, 
representing 23.2 percent of pro¬ 
gram expenses. Housing programs 
rose to nearly $4.4 million and rep¬ 
resent 33.5 percent of program ex¬ 
penses. Treatment education, sup¬ 
port, and advocacy, at $891,831, 
represents 6.8 percent, while pre¬ 
vention (excluding needle ex¬ 
change, which is a separate entity) 
comes in at $1.3 million, or 10.4 
percent. Community information 
and education is $837,237, or 6.4 
percent of program expenses. 

A new program initiative this 
year is the introduction of a client 
phone support program that will 


initially target housing subsidy 
clients. The program will recruit 
seasoned volunteers from the hot¬ 
line who will go through ad¬ 
vanced training for the new role. 

“This program is intended to 
address client feedback from 
focus groups and surveys where 
clients expressed significant feel¬ 
ings of isolation and the need to 
have regular contact from a vol¬ 
unteer or staff person from the 
foundation,” the budget report 
stated. “The phone support line 
will also provide Spanish-speak¬ 
ing support to clients.” 

The report also noted that both 
the Gay Life and Black Brothers Es¬ 
teem (BBE) programs are fully up 
and running. The coming year will 
see the launch of “a major, multi¬ 
year risk reduction media cam¬ 
paign to encourage a community 
dialogue on issues surrounding 
HIV disclosure and assumptions. 

“Believing that addressing HIV 
disclosure assumptions is the most 
important impact we can have on 
new seroconversions among non¬ 
injection drug using gay men in 
San Francisco, the Gay Life and 
BBE programs are in alignment to 
support the goals of this campaign 
through events, workshops, and 
one-on-one counseling.” Figures

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HRC and gay dads 
file complaint against 
SF Catholic school

' he San Francisco Human 
* Rights Commission (HRC) 
announced Friday, June 25 
the filing of a complaint against 
St. Philip Catholic School in San 
Francisco for alleged discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation, 
race, and domestic partner status. 
The announcement follows com¬ 
plaints issued by a local gay cou¬ 
ple concerning the school’s treat¬ 
ment of their part African-Amer¬ 
ican daughter, enrolled at the 
school, and of the couple’s per¬ 
ception that they have been criti¬ 
cized because they are gay. 

Peter Basso and Dwayne Fol- 
ger are the named parents to 
Shaka Folger-Basso, born March 
30, 1989, on the birth certificate 
issued by the state of California. 
The men became legal, adoptive 
parents four years later. Shaka was 
enrolled at St. Philip School for 
the 1998-99 academic year where 
she would complete the fourth 
grade. Basso and Folger are now 
in a heated dispute with the 
school’s administration and called 
on HRC to help mediate the 
problem involving the school, the 
men as gay parents, and their 
daughter who simply wishes to be 
promoted to her next grade level. 

“The matter involves our sexu¬ 
al orientation, my daughter who 
is part African-American, and the 
fact that Dwayne and I are do¬ 
mestic partners and are legal par¬ 
ents to Shaka,” Basso told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The problem started early this 
spring after Basso announced his 
candidacy for president of the St. 
Philip School Parent Teacher As¬ 
sociation (PTA). The HRC com¬ 
plaint alleges current PTA Presi¬ 
dent Patti Woods called him at his 
home May 3 and asked him not to 
run for the post because “it would 
be bad for St. Philip School to have 
a gay parent as PTA president.” 

The situation grew worse the 
next day when Basso, Woods, and 
St. Philip School board member 
Carol Yenne met at the Diamond 
Cafe on 24th Street, near St. Philip 
School, to discuss Basso’s “credibil¬ 
ity.” The three broke out into a 
shouting match that became so tur¬ 
bulent they were asked to leave the 
cafe. But the uproar continued as 
they stood on the sidewalk outside 
the cafe, yelling at each other and 
resolving nothing, which led them 
to take their dispute to Stephen Far- 
ren, the school’s principal. 


But the conflict wasn’t resolved 
by the principal. Apparently Far- 
ren threatened to disenroll Shaka 
from the school because Basso, 
during his efforts to gain support 
for PTA president, conducted a 
telephone campaign. Farren al¬ 
legedly told Basso that the tele¬ 
phone campaign was inappropri¬ 
ate. Basso and the complaint state 
that the telephone campaign was 
within the school’s guidelines and 
that other parents running for the 
position conducted similar cam¬ 
paigns, yet were not reprimanded 
by Farren. 

On the morning of May 10 
Folger drove Shaka to St. Philip 
School, and as his car approached 
the sidewalk fronting the school, 
he saw Woods, who was working 
“courtesy curb,” a service where 
volunteer parents escort pupils 
from the car to the school. Woods 
refused to open the door to the 
car where Shaka was sitting. 

“When we spoke out against 
the incidences of discrimination 
we experienced, Principal Farren 
threatened to disenroll our chil¬ 
dren from St. Philip School, 
which amounts to retaliation 
against us because of our com¬ 
plaints of discrimination,” Basso 
and Folger said. The couple claim 
that other parents spoke out to 
the school’s administration in 
their defense, but the administra¬ 
tion harassed those parents as well 
and denied them full participa¬ 
tion in school-related activities. 

“Our daughter has been trau¬ 
matized by the discrimination 
that we as a family have experi¬ 
enced. Shaka has expressed her 
concern by asking ‘if it is because 
she is black or because she has two 
fathers,”’ Basso added. Basso and 
Folger have sought enrollment in 


other private schools in San Fran¬ 
cisco, but have been told by sever¬ 
al school administrations that 
there are no available seats for the 
upcoming academic year. Shaka, 
who receives state financial aid for 
attending private school, could be 
denied those funds if a private 
school enrollment is not secured 
over the next several weeks. 

“We have filed the complaint 
but cannot provide much com¬ 
ment on the case yet,” Larry 
Brinkin, coordinator of the HRC’s 
LGBT/HIV Unit told the B.A.R. 
“What we can confirm is that the 
claims of discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, race, and do¬ 
mestic partner status are in viola¬ 
tion of both the San Francisco 
Administrative Code Chapter 
12A, and the San Francisco Mu¬ 
nicipal Code Article 33. The com¬ 
plaint as stated is in violation of 
public accommodation. Though 
St. Philip School is private, HRC 
has authority to recommend to 
the city steps that could be taken 
to alleviate the problems at the 
school, because private schools 
fall under our jurisdiction in rela¬ 
tion to human rights.” 

Brinkin added that Shaka may 
have been negatively affected by 
the school’s administration and 
that discrimination could be a 
negative factor in her possibility 
for future attendance at the school. 
St. Philip School has 21 days from 
the date of filing to respond to the 
HRC complaint. At that time HRC 
will investigate the complaint and 
if the allegations are upheld, the 
school could be liable for compen¬ 
sating Basso and Folger for past tu¬ 
ition payments as well as future 
state financial aid allotments. 

Calls to St. Philip School were 
not returned by press time. ▼

Amsterdam PWA’s 
trip to SF ends in DC

an Francisco’s Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender 
' (LGBT) Pride Parade and 
Celebration Sunday, June 27 was 
fun Filled for the hundreds of 
thousands of people who came 
from around the world to enjoy 
the sunny skies and zaniness that 
makes the Pride Parade a unique 
event. But for one Amsterdam 
resident, the trip to San Francisco 
ended in Washington D.C. Mon¬ 
day, June 21, when he was de¬ 
tained for several hours by U.S. 
Customs Service officials who dis¬ 
covered his AIDS medications 
and then put him on a plane back 
to the Netherlands. 

Marnix Van Maele, 38, told the 
Bay Area Reporter he was dis¬ 
traught at missing the Pride fes¬ 
tivities and spending time with 
his lover, Patric Fitzpatrick of 
Richmond. Van Maele, who’s had 
AIDS for about eight years, said 
he’s flown to San Francisco before 
and has never had a problem. U.S. 
law requires a visa or waiver for 
travelers who have AIDS and Van 
Maele didn’t have that documen¬ 
tation, he added. 

“I feel really terrible,” Van 
Maele said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. “They asked me all kinds of 
questions.” Once customs officials 
at Dulles airport discovered Van 
Maele’s AIDS medications, they 
took him to a separate room 
where they bombarded him with 
questions for two hours and treat¬ 
ed him like a criminal, he said. Of¬ 
ficials took his passport and “put 
me straightaway on a plane to 
Amsterdam.” His passport was re¬ 
turned to him when he got back 
to the Netherlands. 

Van Maele said he was “too 
honest” with customs officials 
when he said he wasn’t working. 
He told the B.A.R. that he was in 
the hospital for a week with blood 
poisoning just before he flew to 
Washington D.C. He’s also had 
multiple surgeries. 

“I really needed this trip,” he 
said. Now, however, he’s not so 
sure. After spending eight hours 
on the plane to this country, two 
hours of tense interrogation by 
customs officials, and another 
eight hours flying back to Amster¬ 
dam, his health has declined. 

“He [Marnix] was really look¬ 
ing forward to being here for 
Pride,” Fitzpatrick told the B.A.R. 
“I felt humiliated. I think he was 
singled out. He was asked about 
his medications, he was asked 
about his financial status. The 
[airline] ticket was a gift. It made 
his health worse.” 

Customs officials wouldn’t let 
Van Maele call Fitzpatrick, but 
eventually, a woman from customs 
did phone him and he peppered 
her with questions about what 
they were doing to his lover. “I 
asked her if she kicked cancer pa¬ 
tients in the head,” Fitzpatrick said. 
“She said, ‘I don’t think that’s fair.’ 
There are laws in this country that 
definitely need to be changed.” 

Fitzpatrick said he went to 
Amsterdam in April to visit Van 
Maele and the two got engaged on 
the Homo Monument on Queen’s 
Day. 

Van Maele said he wants to 
come back to San Francisco, but 
when he does, he’ll probably take 
a direct flight. “This time was a 
cheap ticket with a stopover in 
Washington.” T

Frogs are here. 
Bring a friend. 
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Loyalty oafs 


J ust in time for July 4, the weirder ele¬ 
ments in our nation’s capital have 
reintroduced a proposed Constitu¬ 
tional amendment to ban flag burning. 
Ironically, their action was followed by the 
Ohio State Highway Patrol’s arrest of two 
anti-gay men last weekend for setting fire to 
a rainbow flag. The men - one in his 40s, 
one in his 60s - weren’t charged with any 
federal crime for destroying the symbol of 
gay pride, but for simple property crimes 
because they had swiped it from their State- 
house’s flagpole. 

The juxtaposition of events forced us to 
think about how we feel about flag burning 
in different contexts, and upon examina¬ 
tion, we think if people own flags - whether 
Old Glory, the rainbow flag, the Jolly Roger, 
Union Jack, whatever -they should have the 
right to burn them. Denying that right runs 
counter to everything our flag is meant to 
represent. 

It’s like the terrible wartime cliche of de¬ 
stroying a village to save it. The reactionar¬ 
ies who would destroy liberties to save an 
icon of liberty are obviously unfit to serve 
in their current capacity, because their 
bumbling approach isn’t merely obnoxious, 
it’s also dangerous in that it could lead to 
even worse proposals. If the amendment 
passes, those same lawmakers are certain to 
resurrect the “issue” of compulsory pledges 
of allegiance. From there it’s not too hard to 
imagine loyalty oaths, and as more and 
more people are forced to pledge their alle¬ 
giances and loyalties, the country will be less 
and less deserving of them. 

Legislators have many more pressing 
jobs to address - immediately - than pro¬ 
tecting a piece of cloth. There are people to 
protect, humans who are falling through a 
shredded safety net. If Congress got busy 
and met the nation’s needs, it’s hard to 
imagine that anyone would burn a flag - 
and if that’s really what the lawmakers want, 
it seems like a more sensible way to proceed. 

Unless what those far right forces want 
really has nothing to do with the flag, but is 
instead another way to criminalize people 


they irrationally despise. There •• 
are already too many laws like that 
- sodomy laws, vagrancy laws, drug 
laws, etc. - and the list grows all the 
time. Some Internet stings are 
obviously designed to entrap 
and destroy gays, and at least 
one new pornography ruling 
makes us shudder. 

We know this is dangerous ground here, 
but we’re going to talk about child porn: Last 
Thursday, New Hampshire’s Supreme Court 
upheld the child pornography convictions 
of a man found to possess collages of adults 
having sex, with pictures of children’s heads 
pasted over the adult heads. The man argued 
that the 515 pictures did not constitute child 
pornography, but the court ruled against 
him Thursday, June 24, saying the law 
banned “any visual representation of a child 



engaging in sexual activity” and the 
pictures met that standard. Oh. 

I Again, we fear there is a noose - or 
at the very least, a net - drawing 
tighter when rulings like that 
are handed down. It’s not that 
we think it’s necessarily good 
for someone to need (or think 
they need) collages like that to reach orgasm, 
but if no children were harmed in the mak¬ 
ing of them (and, in their creation, lessens 
the demand for the real objectionable item), 
why is it a punishable offense? How deter¬ 
mined is the government to divide the coun¬ 
try into desirables and undesirables, and 
how much longer can the average citizen 
hope to stay in the desirable category? 

Even on the 4th of July, we can take the 
destruction of a flag. But not the destruc¬ 
tion of the Constitution. ▼

Living wage: A LGBT issue

S teve Allen, a home care worker work¬ 
ing on a city-contract, earns $7 an 
hour caring for HIV-positive patients 
in their homes. It’s a profession Steve loves, 
but soon may be forced to leave. He came 
to his current work after caring for friends 
and after seeing how home care gave digni¬ 
ty and a longer life to his own brother as he 
died from AIDS. However, understanding 
the importance of home care isn’t paying 
Steve’s rent. After working more than 40 
hours a week on a city contract, he ends up 
with about $1,100 a month in take-home 
pay. His rent is $900 a month. You can do 
the math to know how much he has left 
over for food, clothing, transportation, and 
health insurance. And when his savings 
from an earlier job are gone, we are going 
to lose one of our best home care workers. 

Steve’s story and the stories of thousand of 
other low-wage workers on city contracts have 
powered a movement to enact a living wage 
ordinance in San Francisco and prompted Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano to introduce living 
wage legislation. His proposal, modeled on 
the equal benefits ordinance, would require 
contractors who provide services to the city to 
pay their employees $11 an hour. The idea is 
that the city should not do business with em¬ 
ployers who pay poverty wages. No job should 
pay less than it costs to survive. 

Marketing executives like to tout the 
“newly discovered” buying power of “afflu¬ 
ent” gay consumers. The truth, that gays 
and lesbians know only too well, is that our 
income and wealth is significantly less than 
our heterosexual counterparts. Poverty is no 
stranger to the lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community 

Currently thousands of people in San 
Francisco are working on city contracts for 
$6-8 an hour, caring for the sick, washing 
cars, guarding buildings, and doing other 


jobs. Meanwhile, the cost of living in San 
Francisco has gone through the roof, driving 
thousands into poverty. The Association of 
Bay Area Governments recently published a 
study that found that the wage at which one 
worker with one dependent can be self suf¬ 
ficient in San Francisco is $14.50 an hour. 
The food stamp eligibility level for a family 
of four is $10.50 an hour, just under the pro¬ 
posed living wage level of $11 an hour. 

Twenty-nine other cities have already 
enacted living wage ordinances, includ¬ 
ing Los Angeles, San Jose, and Oak¬ 
land. Currently San Jose’s living 
wage is pegged at $10.25 an hour 
and discussion has already started 
on raising that level to $12.50 an 
hour. 

Surprisingly, those cities have 
found that living wage laws 
often pay for themselves. 

In Baltimore, researchers 
from the Johns Hopkins 
University found that the 
real cost to the city of contracts covered 
under the living wage law actually decreased. 
Contractors who pay living wages have lower 
| turnover, less absenteeism, and better morale 
- which in turn leads to lower costs, higher 
productivity, and better services for the city. 
Instead of contractors competing with each 
other by seeing who can pay their employees 
the least, contractors compete on the quality 
of services they provide. 

Contracting with employers who pay 
poverty wages is the municipal equivalent of 
penny wise, pound foolish. Services are done 
poorly and are often interrupted due to the 
constant turnover of workers. Meanwhile, 
city taxpayers have to pick up the tab when 
San Francisco General Hospital covers the 
medical bills that poverty wage employees 
can’t pay. That’s one reason the city hospital 
is running a $40 million deficit. It is estimat¬ 
ed that each minimum wage job costs the 
taxpayers up to $11,572 a year in food 



stamps, health care, and other support that 
low-wage families rely on to make ends meet. 

In San Francisco, many city services are 
actually provided by nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions under contract to the city. The em¬ 
ployees of nonprofits deserve a living wage 
as much as anyone. However, too often the 
city has failed to fully fund nonprofits for 
the services they provide. 

As a first step in making sure that the liv¬ 
ing wage ordinance will work for nonprof¬ 
its, Ammiano is proposing a 3 percent fund¬ 
ing increase for nonprofits contracts, to be 
earmarked for an increase in workers’ 
wages. This increase would come a 
full year before any nonprofit or- 
, ganization would be required to 
\ meet the mandate of the ordi¬ 
nance and would be a first step 
in helping them bring up 
their wages. In addition, 
Ammiano’s proposal pro¬ 
vides a waiver for any 
nonprofit that would oth¬ 
erwise have to cut services in order to com¬ 
ply with the ordinance. 

These steps to protect nonprofits have 
won Ammiano’s living wage proposal the 
endorsement of numerous nonprofit con¬ 
tractors including the AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel, Catholic Charities, and St. Vincent 
De Paul Society. 

The people who clean our buildings, 
take care of our sick, and secure our airport 
deserve to be able to support themselves 
without having to rely on private charity or 
public support. We need Steve Allen and the 
thousands like him in this city, but none of 
this will happen unless we enact a strong 
living wage ordinance in San Francisco. ▼

Through a glass, TARCly 

The Board of Directors and staff of the Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center (TARC), an AIDS service and 
prevention organization, have adopted the following 
position on the issue of the re-opening of the San 
Francisco bathhouses, that is, private establishments 
that function as a place for public sex activities and 
have private spaces available for such activities: 

1. As a matter of AIDS prevention, bathhouses 
offer a unique opportunity for the dissemination of 
safe sex education materials and supplies. Male bath¬ 
houses are often frequented by men who have sex 
with men who do not have other contact with, nor 
identify as part of, the “gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender (LGBT) community.” 

2. Traditionally, men of color and diverse cultural 
backgrounds live in shared living situations such as 
with extended families. Bathhouses, with access to a 
private, locked room, provide a safe and intimate al¬ 
ternative to sex in other establishments such as sex 
clubs and movie houses. 

3. Bathhouses provide an inexpensive bed and 
bath for homeless and marginally housed gay, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender men seeking safe respite from the 
streets. 

4. Bathhouses provide an equalizing atmosphere 
where all segments of the gay male population may 
congregate and socialize, regardless of economic sta¬ 
tus, race, cultural identity, or living situation. 

5. Current studies and statistics that compare 
major cities with open bathhouses such as New York, 
Los Angeles, and Chicago to San Francisco do not 
show a significant difference in HIV and STD infec¬ 
tion rates. 

6. Therefore, as a recognized community leader, 
and with the Tenderloin being the probable location 
of future bathhouses, TARC takes the position that 
the San Francisco Department of Public Health 
should allow bathhouses to re-open and operate 
within the following guidelines: 

Culturally and linguistically diverse safe sex edu¬ 
cational literature will be provided to all who enter 
the facility. Safe sex posters and techniques will be dis¬ 
played throughout the facility including in each pri¬ 
vate room. 

A statement of understanding of safe sex tech¬ 
niques and a pledge to maintain safe, sane and con¬ 
sensual sex activities while in the bathhouse will be 
signed prior to admittance. 

Ample safe sex supplies including condoms, latex 
gloves and water-based lubricants, will be available at 
all times throughout the facility. Supplies will be eas¬ 
ily accessible and dispensed in a way that is discreet 
and judgment free. 

Free screening and treatment referrals for all sex¬ 
ually transmitted diseases, including HIV, will be 
made available at least once per week. Testing will be 
provided by community based organizations, trained 
educators and medical personnel, as appropriate. 

7. Furthermore, admittance to gender specific 
bathhouses should be open to all including lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender men and/or transgen¬ 
der women.

Fief’ll get you 10-by-12 

[The following letter was sent to OutRight colum¬ 
nist Dale Carpenter:] 

I read with interest your opinion about opening 
bathhouses [June 3]. In particular I was struck by 
your co-opting of the civil rights issue freedom of the 
individual versus government regulators. It’s an ar¬ 
gument that in American government goes back to 
the “log cabin” days, when President Washington sent 
in federal troops to bust up tax-evading moonshiners 
in Appalachia. More important to me, we fought a 
Civil War that resulted in freedom for - me. As a black 
man, I’m a beneficiary of the individual “winning” 
against regressive government regulations. 

I’m also a regulator. Specifically, I write rules re¬ 
garding who gets HIV services from a Pacific North¬ 
west state government. I’m one of those liberal pub¬ 
lic health officials you accuse of “protecting their own 
regulatory fiefdoms.” Hmm...I’m looking around 
“my” 10-by-12 gray second-hand cubicle in “my” 
WWII-era single story building and I don’t see any 
fief. Well, I should probably look a little harder. 

I noticed one idea missing in your piece that I 
would like to bring to the table: personal responsibil¬ 
ity to the public for private actions. Nowhere did you 
mention the individual’s responsibility to the com¬ 
munity, the greater public good. You didn’t mention 
that most people with AIDS are on public assistance 
(Medicaid and Medicare). You didn’t mention that 
most people receiving those nasty but effective drug 
therapies receive them via state and federal assistance 
(in our state we pay HAART costs of about $15,000 a 
year per person for HIV+ people who make 400 per¬ 
cent of federal poverty level or less). 

The larger communities - taxpayers - pay to treat 
AIDS and HIV. The private and personal and intimate 
decisions of HIV+ people (whether bathhousers or 
IUD users or breast-feeding/pregnant women) have 
very large public consequences. To taxpayers, to 
spouses, to partners: in short, to their larger commu¬ 
nities. 

And I think that we all, not just the individuals 
who need freedom and not just us regulatory fief 
holders (my boss just came in to tell me my job pri¬ 
orities are re-arranged - less time for rule writing, 
more time to publications - where DID that fief go?), 
but ALL of us in this debate should think about the 
individual’s responsibility to their communities. 

It ain’t enough to cry Freedom (whether for bath¬ 
houses or from slavery). I think we need to remember 
our founding Constitution’s goal - that we are free to 
do what we want, so far as that does not adversely af¬ 
fect others. And that we are responsible. Just like over 
200,000 black men joined the Union Army, buying 
their community’s freedom with their responsibility. 
Just like in the 1960s, black men led the Civil Rights 
movement, buying freedom for many American com¬ 
munities by exercising their responsibility to orga¬ 
nize, lobby, argue, act up - and dream. 

Today: contracting HIV is not only a terrible, 
awful personal burden. It’s also a public burden. The 
greater public has a right to intervene in your private 
affairs - when your intimate affairs intervene the 
greater public’s rights and resources. (In this case, the 
treatments we the public pay for you the infected). 
For me (I just received a call from another state 
agency, they are taking away my authority to write 
some rules and I immediately agreed to their decision 
- is my fief shrinking now? Good!) it is not: evil mis¬ 
guided do-gooder regulators versus wonderful ex¬ 
pressive individuals. 

It is: what we, infected individuals and gay com¬ 
munities and the larger public, responsibly and car- 
ingly do to wipe out this deadly and ravaging epi¬ 
demic. Including giving up some rights that may be 
harmful. (Would that be why I just gave up some fief- 
dom to another regulator, because I know that they 
can do the job quicker and better than I? Hmmm. 
Now I have more time to publish information about 
how infected people can receive state services. Funny 
how this all worked out for the best interests of HIV+ 
people in this state.) 

Time to return to my fiefdom. State couldn’t af¬ 
ford to fix our Coke machine so they took it away, so 
I’m going to the store to buy a six-pack of Diet Cola 
and put it into the second-hand fridge another gov- 
’mint regulator bought and donated. (Some fief!) 
Then it’s back to working for and with specific mem¬ 
bers of the HIV+ community in this state, for the 
public good.

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Golden State gilt trips

J| s this paper hits the streets 
today (Thursday, July 1) 
1 Texas Governor George W. 
Bush will be winding up a three- 
day journey into California, in 
hopes of padding both his lead for 
the GOP nomination and his al¬ 
ready bulging campaign treasury. 
Recently Vice President Al Gore 
also spent a couple of days hop- 
scotching the state, from L.A. to 
Sacramento to San Francisco to 
San Diego, and picked up nearly $2 
million in four campaign fundrais¬ 
ers. He followed (by less than a 
day) former New Jersey Senator 
Bill Bradley, the Democratic 
“alternative” to Gore, 
who spent 10 days criss¬ 
crossing the state, picking 
up a couple of endorse¬ 
ments and a million 
bucks - but few likely 
convention delegates. 

Why the sud¬ 
den interest in 
California? All 
candidates are 
making a final 
“dash for cash” before the June 30 
latest filing deadline, hoping a 
hefty campaign treasury report 
will show them as strong candi¬ 
dates. George W. has quickly 
learned - just like Republican 
candidates Dan Quayle, Senator 
John McCain, Elizabeth Dole, 
Pat Buchanan, Gary Bauer, and 
even the longest of Republican 
long shots like New Hampshire 
Senator Bob Smith and Repre¬ 
sentative John Kasich (all of 
whom have held fundraisers here 
within the last six weeks) - that 
California is a political “cash cow” 
for presidential wannabes. 

For his first campaign visit to 
the state since he became an an¬ 
nounced candidate, Bush was 
scheduled for no less than seven 
$l,000-a-head fundraising lun¬ 
cheons, dinners, and breakfasts in 
the state - all within a total of only 
53 hours - and by the time he 
heads back to Texas tonight he’ll 
have picked up a nifty $3 million 
for his campaign. (It was billed as 
a “get-acquainted” journey, but 
the eight-city trip that began Tues¬ 
day featured a schedule that al¬ 
lowed for only a single appearance 
that was truly open to the public: a 
quick stop Tuesday at the San 
Diego County Fair in Del Mar.) 

California’s presidential prima¬ 
ry isn’t until March 7, 2000 but 
Bush’s GOP challengers are watch¬ 
ing his highly-touted visit to the 
state, a journey that his challengers 
hope will knock him down a few 
notches in voters’ eyes. Bush oper¬ 
atives, on the other hand, opti¬ 
mistically point out the candidate 
could cement his standing as the 
GOP’s front-runner and their best 
hope to recapture the White 
House after eight years of the suc¬ 
cessful, but scandal-ridden, Clin¬ 
ton presidency. 

The state’s huge delegate pot of 
gold is just as important as money 
to any candidate, and Bush’s back¬ 
ers have managed, with the help of 
Democratic state legislative leaders 
in Sacramento, to keep the state 
primary a “winner-take-all” con¬ 
test. Other Republican presidential 
candidates’ hopes of pulling an un¬ 
likely upset, and thereby derailing 
the Bush train before the GOP 
convention, should keep them 
working the state like never before. 

It isn’t likely, but it also isn’t im¬ 
possible, and Dole and McCain 
(and probably Quayle) are pinning 
their hopes on California. Without 
it, they probably can’t afford to stay 
in the race beyond the all-impor¬ 


tant March 7 “Super Primary” date 
when this state, New York, and sev¬ 
eral others will hold their pri¬ 
maries. 

I, for one, have to wonder why 
the Democrats in charge of the 
state Legislature refused to replace 
the “winner-take-all” plan with a 
plan where each congressional 
district would choose delegates 
according to which candidate car¬ 
ried that particular district. The 
change would have given the Re¬ 
publican also-rans a chance to 
pick up delegates, whereas the 
current plan highly favors Bush, 
the Republican with the best 
chance of kicking Al Gore’s ass in 
2000. Some in Sacramento say the 
Bush Republicans cut a 
deal - or at least 
strongly implied that 
they would be willing 
to help out the De¬ 
mocrats in future 
legislative dealings if 
they would play ball. 
Any further questions 
on this curi¬ 
ous call would 
have to be di¬ 
rected to state 
Senate President pro Tern John 
Burton and Assembly Speaker 
Antonio Villaraigosa. 

Politics and people 

More front-runner follies: 
Governor George W., short on 
foreign policy, often tells audi¬ 
ences and reporters - usually 
when asked about some interna¬ 
tional issue - that the post-Cold 
War world “remains a dangerous 
place.” In his case, it apparently 
can also be a confusing one: the 
GOP front-runner had a bit of 
trouble last week with the new 
world order when a foreign jour¬ 
nalist asked him about Slovakia, a 
spin-off from the former Czecho¬ 
slovakia. “The only thing I know 
about Slovakia is what I learned 
firsthand from your foreign min¬ 
ister, who came to Texas,” Bush 
replied, adding, “I had a great 
meeting with him; it’s an exciting 
country that’s flourishing, one 
that’s doing very well.” There were 
only two problems with Bush’s 
answer: his April visitor in Austin 
wasn’t a foreign minister and he 
wasn’t from Slovakia. He was 
Prime Minister Janez Drnovsek 
of Slovenia, which broke away 
from the former Yugoslavia. Add 
this to Bush’s other embarrassing 
gaffe in recent weeks - referring to 
Greeks as “Grecians,” Kosovars as 
“Kosovariana” and East Timorese 
as “East Timorians” - and you un¬ 
derstand why the Texan’s press 
flack sheepishly explained that “as 
governor, Mr. Bush concedes he 
does not have extensive foreign- 
policy experience.” Next question? 

Oh, dear, that other “Governor 
Bush” (Brother Jeb Bush from 
Florida) was busy telling reporters 
this week that his wife, Columba 
Bush, “feels just horrible” about

the fact she failed to declare more 
than $19,000 worth of clothing 
and jewelry (forgot, I presume) to 
the U. S. Customs Service when 
she landed in Atlanta from a 
shopping trip to Paris. (At least 
she feels “just horrible” about get¬ 
ting caught, because she ended up 
paying $4,100 in duty and fines.) 

The L.A. Times last week pre¬ 
dicted that California Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein, while being a 
shoo-in for re-election next year 
(the state’s two statewide GOP of¬ 
ficeholders, Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner Chuck Quackenbush and 
Secretary of State Bill Jones, 
have both opted out of the race) 
is “not likely” to be on the na¬ 
tional Demo ticket after the Au¬ 
gust Convention in Los Angeles is 
over. I know a lot of Democratic 
kingmakers who would disagree. 
Indeed, some big-name Democ¬ 
rats are already predicting that if, 
as most expect, Elizabeth Dole is 
merely in the GOP presidential 
sweepstakes hoping to land as 
Bush’s veep choice (the GOP 
nominates in Philadelphia in July 
of 2000) then Gore, the likely 
Demo nominee, would almost 
have to place a woman on his 
ticket. No Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nominee has won the White 
House in over 40 years without 
carrying California, so Feinstein, 
the most popular politician of ei¬ 
ther party in the state, would be a 
natural. Her senate seat? Not to 
worry; in California she is al¬ 
lowed to run for both vice presi¬ 
dent and for re-election, and in 
the event she were to win both 
races, Governor Gray Davis 
would get to appoint her succes¬ 
sor in the U.S. Senate. 

Incidentally, George Bush, 
while in California this week, 
managed to bypass any questions 
on gay rights (I guess he wasn’t 
even asked - how convenient) but 
vice president Al Gore last week 
told reporters in San Francisco, 
when asked, that he favors bene¬ 
fits for domestic partners but said 
he does not want to redefine mar¬ 
riage to include homosexual cou¬ 
ples. Gore, a longtime supporter 
of gay rights, also said the Clinton 
administration’s “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy for gays in the military 
is “not working the way it 
should,” adding, “I’d like to see it 
implemented with more compas¬ 
sion.” 

Speaking of the Gore cam¬ 
paign, word from President Bill 
Clinton’s aides is that the Prez is 
getting pretty pissed at Al’s recent 
comments (when asked) about 
the Big Man’s infidelities. (Like 
everyone doesn’t already know?) 
True, the veep could answer the 
question (and it will surely come 
time and again) by simply reply¬ 
ing “I’ve answered that one al¬ 
ready, and it’s all I’m going to say 
about it,” but, hey, what does the 
president think when even D.C. 
insiders are actually expecting he 
won’t be able to keep it in his 
pants long enough to complete 
his term and some of his closest 
aides are constantly holding their 
breath until the next “Bill sex 
scandal.” 

Finally, as long as the subject 
has turned to sex scandals: Mis¬ 
sissippi Governor Kirk Fordice, 
who was highly critical of Presi¬ 
dent Clinton for his infidelities, 
resigned his post as national co¬ 
chair of Dan Quayle’s presidential 
campaign last week ... amid 
steamy revelations of involvement 
in a love triangle. Quayle’s “fami¬ 
ly values” campaign reportedly 
accepted the resignation “reluc¬ 
tantly.” (Ha!) 

And how was your week? ▼

H i| Jf ith its recent decision to 
stop supporting the only 
gay civil rights bill pend¬ 
ing in Congress until that bill “in¬ 
cludes everyone,” the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF) has cemented its place 
as the Don Quixote of the move¬ 
ment. Miguel de Cervantes de¬ 
scribed his famous tragicomic 
knight-errant as “spurred on by 
the conviction that the world 
needed his immediate presence; 
so many were the grievances he 
intended to rectify, the wrongs 
he resolved to set right, the 
harms he meant to re¬ 
dress, the abuses he 
would reform, and the 
debts he would discharge.” Yet 
the well-meaning Quixote 
righted no real 
wrongs and succeed¬ 
ed only in making a 
spectacle of himself. 

For some time, NGLTF has 
been the national political voice of 
the gay left. In that role it has sal¬ 
lied forth on a long list of non-gay 
issues like the death penalty, in¬ 
ternational trade policy, and the 
Gulf War. While these progressive 
“coalition-building” maneuvers 
have been amusing at times, they 
have not until now caused NGLTF 
to back off on its commitment to 
actual gay civil rights legislation. 

But last month, NGLTF pro¬ 
claimed it would no longer sup¬ 
port the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA) - a bill 
that would outlaw anti-gay em¬ 
ployment bias - because ENDA 
does not also prohibit discrimina¬ 
tion against transgendered peo¬ 
ple. The bill is being shepherded 
through Congress by the largest 
and most successful national gay 
political organization, the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC). 

NGLTF defended its desertion 
of ENDA by saying that “our mis¬ 
sion does not allow for leaving 
anyone behind.” The group says it 
wants to “build a transformation¬ 
al movement.” It says that “the 
world we dream of” is one that 
values every person. This fine sen¬ 
timent appears bravely principled 
- even to those of us who disagree 
with the idea that gay and trans¬ 
gender issues are necessarily 


linked. But it turns out to be a 
rather futile and costly expression 
of principle for all concerned. 

According to U.S. Representa¬ 
tive Barney Frank (D-Massachu- 
setts), an astute congressional 
vote-counter, ENDA would have 
“no chance whatsoever” of pass¬ 
ing if NGLTF has its way. No 
knowledgeable observer, not even 
NGLTF, questions his forecast. 

There’s a reason why the out¬ 
look for a transgender-inclusive 
ENDA is so bleak. It has taken 
decades of work to get our culture 
to its present level of understand¬ 
ing about gay issues. As a result 
of careful and sustained lob¬ 
bying, ENDA has attract¬ 
ed support not only 
from Democrats, but 
from some Republicans 
as well. We are only a few 
votes short of passing it in 
both houses of Con¬ 
gress. 

On the other 
hand, much less ed¬ 
ucation has been done about the 
far more esoteric question of gen¬ 
der identity. According to one 
study, as few as 1 in 10,000 people 
is transgendered. That alone sug¬ 
gests how long it will take to build 
a “transformational movement” 
around the issue. 

Simply put, if NGLTF prevails, 
ENDA will not pass - at least not for 
a much longer time than if we leave 
the bill as it is. Hence, there will be 
no federal employment protection 
for gays. There will be no protection 
for the transgendered, either. 

So the upshot of NGLTF’s 
brave new inclusion principle is 
not that “no one will be left be¬ 
hind.” The upshot is that everyone 
will be left behind. 

How many gay people will be 
fired by bigoted employers during 
that high-minded interval be¬ 
tween the time that ENDA in its 
present form would have passed 
and the time it is delayed while 
NGLTF awaits its gender-free 
utopia? How many lives and ca¬ 
reers will be ruined? What price 
NGLTF’s dream? 

What this impatience for in¬ 
cluding everybody fails to appre¬ 
ciate is that social change comes in 
degrees, not in one big swoop. It 
demands compromise. The Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, which forbade 
discrimination based on race and 


sex, left a lot of people behind. 
Employment protection for the 
aged and the disabled, among oth¬ 
ers, didn’t come until much later. 
If the black civil rights movement 
had followed NGLTF’s model of 
stamping its feet until everyone is 
included we’d still have Jim Crow 
segregation in the South. 

NGLTF compares its retreat on 
ENDA to the “great courage and 
conviction” of Bella Abzug, who 
introduced the first gay civil rights 
bill in Congress in 1974. What 
irony there is in that. After all, 
NGLTF would not be able to sup¬ 
port Abzug’s bill today because it 
would leave some people out. 

NGLTF points out that a smat¬ 
tering of cities and one state have 
already included transgendered 
people in anti-discrimination 
laws. But that argument conve¬ 
niently forgets that - in nearly 
every case - the state or city first 
passed anti-discrimination laws 
protecting gays. For example, it 
took San Francisco several years 
to protect transgendered people 
from discrimination after gays 
first won such protection. 

Even NGLTF’s new, inclusive 
ENDA will not include everybody. 
What about protection for over¬ 
weight people, or ugly people, or 
short people? Once the gay left 
discovers their (very real) em¬ 
ployment grievances, will we have 
to wait for these groups to be in¬ 
cluded too? 

“It’s not about political prag¬ 
matism, it’s about progressive 
principles,” said NGLTF in perhaps 
the most revealing statement the 
knight-errant has ever made. 
They’re right. For them, this is 
about an agenda that has little to 
do with actually getting something 
done for gay equality and every¬ 
thing to do with a quixotic version 
of leftist politics. It’s an agenda that 
would leave us twisting in the wind 
while they tilt at windmills. T

proximately 500 unduplicated 
clients in Gay Life and about 300 
unduplicated clients in BBE. 

Additionally, Gay Life and BBE 
will implement a large scale im¬ 
pact evaluation in collaboration 
with the University of California, 
San Francisco’s Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies (CAPS). The 


multi-year effort will gather quan¬ 
titative and qualitative informa¬ 
tion on sexual behavior patterns of 
gay and bisexual men within and 
outside of the programs. 

SFAF’s public policy depart¬ 
ment has given top priority to the 
reauthorization of the Ryan White 
CARE Act. Policy staff will also 
continue aggressive advocacy on 
federal appropriations and the 
state budget to ensure adequate 
HIV funding nationally and in 


California. At the state level, pri¬ 
ority projects include legalizing 
needle exchange throughout Cal¬ 
ifornia and passing a non-name 
based HIV reporting bill. ▼

This week in gay history: 

Katharine Lee Bates publishes 
her poem "America the Beauti¬ 
ful/' July 4, 1895. 

W or many people in the Unit¬ 
ed States, the song “America 
H the Beautiful” captures the 
spirit of the country even better 
than the national anthem. It cer¬ 
tainly is a lot easier to sing. On top 
of that, the lyrics were written by 
Katharine Lee Bates, a Welles¬ 
ley College professor who 
lived for 25 years as “one 
soul together” with anoth¬ 
er woman. 

Born in Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, in 1859, Bates 
was a precocious child who 
at the age of 9 already 
had strong likes and 
dislikes. “I like 
women better than 
men,” the young girl wrote in her 
diary. “I like fat women better 
than lean ones.” She also showed 
her early feminist proclivities: 
“Sewing is always expected of 
girls. Why not boys?” 

After graduating from Welles¬ 
ley College in 1885, Bates was in¬ 
vited to stay on and teach English. 
Pursuing a teaching career was 
one way that young, middle-class 
women at that time could become 
economically independent and 
remain unmarried if they so 
chose. In fact, Susan B. Anthony 
called the last years of the 19th 
century “the epoch of the single 
woman/because so many educat¬ 
ed women opted not to marry 
men and instead partnered off 
with other women in romantic 
friendships. 

In 1887, Bates met another 
young faculty member, Katharine 
Coman, who taught history and 
political economy and later 
founded the college’s economics 
department. Their friendship 
grew slowly; it wasn’t until 1890 
that the two women considered 
themselves (and were considered 
by others) to be bound together in 
an intimate relationship. Their 
circle of friends included other fe¬ 
male academic couples who lived 
together in “Wellesley marriages.” 

Because the salary for a female 
professor was only $400 a year 
“with board and washing,” Bates 
and Coman supplemented their 
incomes by writing books and ar¬ 
ticles, giving guest lectures, and 
accepting summer teaching gigs. 
Throughout their relationship, 
work often kept the two apart. 
Bates’s travels sometimes took her 
abroad, once to Spain, where she 
wrote to Coman, “Such a rainy, 
sorrowful day. I want you very 
much.” On a research stint at Ox¬ 
ford University, she reminisced 
about an afternoon they’d shared 
when “there were two hands in 


one pocket.” 

In 1893, Bates took a summer 
teaching job at Colorado College 
in Colorado Springs. One day, she 
and some colleagues decided to 
scale the 14,000 feet of Pike’s 
Peak. “We hired a prairie wagon,” 
Bates recalled later. “Near the top 
we had to leave the wagon and go 
the rest of the way on mules. I was 
very tired. But when I saw the 
view, I felt great joy. All the won¬ 
der of America seemed displayed 
there, with the sea-like expanse.” 
The opening lines of a poem, cel¬ 
ebrating “spacious skies” and 
“purple mountain 

majesties,” formed in her 
mind. That evening, Bates 
completed in one sitting 
the poem she titled 
“America the Beautiful.” 
At first Bates didn’t con¬ 
sider the poem good 
enough for publica¬ 
tion, and she waited 
two years before sub¬ 
mitting it to a journal called The 
Congregationalism When pub¬ 
lished on July 4, 1895, “America 
the Beautiful” became instantly 
popular, and shortly thereafter it 
was set to a piece of music by 
composer Samuel Ward. Over the 
years, there were several attempts 
to adopt the song as the national 
anthem, but “The Star-Spangled 
Banner,” a much older tune, won 
out in 1931. 

The song lyrics provided Bates 
with a steady income for the rest 
of her life. In 1907, she had a 
house for herself and Coman cus¬ 
tom-built near the Wellesley cam¬ 
pus. On the third floor was a 
large, open study in which Coman 
wrote. Though less well-known 
than her partner, Coman was a 
prolific writer who authored six 
books and numerous articles on 
American history and economics. 
Also a social activist, Coman 
helped to found Denison House, 
a settlement house in Boston that 
is still in operation. 

In 1912, Coman underwent 
surgery for a lump in her breast. 
Another operation soon followed, 
forcing her to retire from teach¬ 
ing. Bates installed an elevator in 
their home so that her partner 
could negotiate the house’s three 
floors and continue to live as nor¬ 
mally as possible. But in 1915, 
Coman died at the age of 57. 

Overwhelmed with grief, Bates 
immediately began writing a col¬ 
lection of poems for the woman 
she had nicknamed “Joy of Life.” 
Published in 1922 in a limited edi¬ 
tion of 750 copies, Yellow Clover: 
A Book of Remembrance took its 
name from the small flowers the 
two women had pressed into the 
letters they wrote to each other 
during their travels. The poems 
were a testament to the deep love 
Bates had felt for Coman: 

My love, my love, if you could

stalled after that, Stevenson said, 
as Thoman missed two interviews 
and staff members kept the pres¬ 
sure on for him to move. 

Last week, when a photogra¬ 
pher visited Ferguson Place to 
take Thoman’s photo, Stevenson 
rushed to Thoman’s side to assure 
him he wouldn’t be kicked out 
into the street. 

“He won’t be made homeless 
and he won’t be placed in a Ten¬ 
derloin hotel,” Stevenson told the 
B.A.R. last Friday, June 25. “Today, 


he’s at an interview at Walden 
House.” 

On Tuesday, June 29, Thoman 
called to say he was approved for a 
housing subsidy and was very 
happy. “I can go ahead and start 
looking for apartments,” he told 
the B.A.R. 

Even with a housing subsidy, 
finding an apartment can be 
daunting, but Stevenson said they 
have a list of landlords they work 
with and that Thoman has two 
primary case managers at other 
agencies who can also help out. 

“We’ll all continue to assist 
him, but we need him to move 
on,” she said. ▼ 


come once more 
From your high place, 

I would not question you for heav¬ 
enly lore, 

But, silent, take the comfort of 
your face. 

Bates authored many other 
volumes of poetry, as well as aca¬ 
demic treatises on Shakespearean 
drama and several children’s 
books, including a popular one 
about her and Coman’s dog. She 
taught at Wellesley until 1920, 
when she retired to write poetry 
full time. Without Coman, 
though, she told a friend that she 
was “sometimes not quite sure 
whether I’m alive or not.” She died 
in 1929 at age 70. ▼

FAD Director 
Russell Scott slain

riday, June 25, 5:30 p.m., 

* 1368 48th Avenue: The 
f§ founder of the successful 
rehab clinic Freedom from Alco¬ 
hol and Drugs (FAD) was found 
dead Friday afternoon, June 25 in 
his Sunset District home. The 
body of Russell Scott, 50, 
was found by his best 
friend of 35 years, 

Nick Roomel, in 
Scott’s blood-splat¬ 
tered apartment. 

Scott’s throat was 
slashed. The mo¬ 
tive for the killing 
is not known and 
no suspect has yet 
been named, al¬ 
though friends close to the victim, 
including Roomel, believe one of 
the rehab center’s clients could be 
responsible for the suspected 
murder. 

“I have no idea who would do 
this,” Roomel said. “Scotty was 
loved by all of his friends and 
clients. He helped hundreds re¬ 
covering from alcohol and drug 
abuse and he was deeply loved 
and respected by all who knew 
him.” 

Scott’s blood-stained, ravaged 
apartment indicated that a strug¬ 
gle ensued between Scott and his 
alleged killer. San Francisco Police 
Department (SFPD) investigators 
^indicated that the killer may be a 


client that lapsed back into drug 
use and returned to do harm to 
Scott. Investigators are not yet 
willing to offer details on the case, 
fearing that too much informa¬ 
tion could hamper their efforts to 
find the suspected murderer. 

The walls of Scott’s office are 
decorated with awards and letters 
of commendation from Mayor 

Willie Brown, U.S. Senator 
Dianne Feinstein, Con¬ 
gresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi, and President 
Bill Clinton. The 15 
rehabilitation group 
homes that Scott 
managed each housed 
six men, most of 
them gay. 

Roomel, who is 
himself gay, said 
that Scott had 
been a true friend to the gay com¬ 
munity. A memorial service for 
Scott will be held tonight, Thurs¬ 
day, July 1, at 7 p.m. at FAD’s Sun¬ 
set District offices, located at 1360 
48th Avenue. 

Warrant arrest on Castro 

Thursday, June 24, 11 p.m., 400 
block of Castro Street: A man who 
has been arrested four times in as 
many weeks was brought into cus¬ 
tody on a warrant arrest charge 
after he threatened to blow up the 
Chevron station at the corner of 
Castro, 17th, and Market streets. 
Chris Gardner, 24, was booked for 
failure to appear on assault charges 
stemming from an incident that 


occurred at The Edge bar, where he 
punched a patron in the face after 
the patron refused to give him a 
cigarette. Gardner was apprehend¬ 
ed shortly after he threatened the 
Chevron station manager. As he 
left the station and headed toward 
Castro and 18th streets, officers 
observed him smashing out the 
glass of a telephone booth. Gard¬ 
ner also had arrest warrants for 
burglary and grand theft from 
Nordstrom department store, lo¬ 
cated at San Francisco Centre, and 
for strong-armed robbery at Wal¬ 
greens, located at the corner of 
Castro and 18th. Gardner’s bail 
was set at $25,000. 

Tunnel of fire 

Thursday, June 24, 7:30 p.m., 
Muni Metro tunnel, Market and 
Collingwood streets: Muni em¬ 
ployees called emergency 911 
after they saw a homeless man set¬ 
ting fire to a wall in the aban¬ 
doned Muni tunnel at Market and 
Collingwood streets. The man ran 
away after Muni employees yelled 
at him. The fire was extinguished 
by responding firefighters, and no 
damage was reported. The suspect 
is described as a white male adult, 
mid-20s, 5 feet 8 inches tall, 150 
pounds, blond shoulder-length 
hair, multi-layered clothing, car¬ 
rying a black boombox. T

Trial begins for gay journalist

t f fter a round of scheduling 
snafus delayed its original 
f| opening date, the trial of 
award-winning gay journalist 
Bruce Mirken got underway in 
Sacramento Superior Court 
Thursday, June 24. 

Mirken is battling charges of 
attempted lewd acts with a minor, 
arising from an Internet entrap¬ 
ment scheme in which an under¬ 
cover Sacramento police detective 
posed as an underage teenage boy. 
Mirken writes frequendy about is¬ 
sues affecting queer youth, and 
contends that his motivation for 
conversing with and meeting the 
boy was to gather material for a 
story. 

In May, Mirken was found not 
guilty of child pornography pos¬ 
session charges related to unso¬ 
licited images from the Internet 
that were found when his com¬ 
puter was seized. On June 16, San 


Francisco Superior Court Judge 
Herbert Donaldson issued a find¬ 
ing of factual innocence, expung¬ 
ing all records of the inaccurate 
charges. 

The current trial began last 
Thursday with a review of proce¬ 
dural issues. Judge Rudolph Lon- 
cke ruled, over the objections of 
the prosecution, that Mirken 
could introduce as evidence his 
past articles on difficulties faced 
by gay and lesbian teenagers. 
Mirken’s defense team also plans 
to offer testimony from an expert 
on gay youth. According to 
Mirken, “It’s critical that we be al¬ 
lowed to give the jury the facts 
about the isolation, abuse, and 
discrimination suffered by lesbian 
and gay adolescents.... It’s essen¬ 
tial in order for the jury to under¬ 
stand what I did and why, and 
how the police managed to create 
a situation they completely mis¬ 
construed.” 

Monday, June 28, Loncke post¬ 
poned a decision about what evi¬ 


dence can be presented in the trial, 
and indicated that he would con¬ 
sider the defense’s motion to dis¬ 
miss the charges. This motion will 
be formally offered after the prose¬ 
cution presents its case. Jury selec¬ 
tion will get underway this week. 
Due to scheduling conflicts and the 
upcoming holidays, opening argu¬ 
ments are not expected to begin be¬ 
fore this Wednesday, July 6. 

Mirken indicated that he is 
looking forward to telling his side 
of the story to a jury. He charac¬ 
terized Loncke as “consistently fair 
and thoughtful,” and said, “If we 
can get a fair jury, I know we have 
nothing to worry about.... I have 
no doubt I’ll be acquitted in a fair 
trial.” T

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Phelps gang 
to picket sex 
change clinic

T he Reverend Fred Phelps 
and his Westboro Baptist 
Church (WBC) of Wichita, 
Kansas, best known for protesting 
funerals of people who died of 
AIDS, will protest a well-known 
Colorado sex reassignment clinic 
over the July 4 weekend. 

Phelps’s group has targeted the 
Trinidad, Colorado medical clinic 
of Dr. Stanley Biber, the best 
known surgeon performing sex 
reassignment surgery (SRS), call¬ 
ing him “Satan’s physician.” 

In addition, the group plan to 
picket local churches of Trinidad, 
which they refer to as “anteroom 
to Hell,” because of what WBC 
claims is support for Biber’s med¬ 
ical practice. 

“For lucre,” says WBC’s web¬ 
page at www.godhatesfags.com/ 
trinidad.html, “(each pervert cus¬ 
tomer fetches some $25,000 plus 
to Dr. Biber and crew, and thou¬ 
sands more to the general econo¬ 
my of Trinidad), this evil man and 
his Trinidadian neighbors-for- 
profit blaspheme God and dese¬ 
crate the apex of His creation.” 

Bay Area transgender activists 
believe that WBC’s sudden interest 
in transgender medical care began 
in San Francisco on March 26, 
when Phelps’s group showed up to 
picket San Francisco’s domestic 
partner commitment ceremony at 
the newly-renovated City Hall. 

While WBC was kept in one 
contained area and gay and les¬ 
bian supportive clergy and reli¬ 
gious activists in another, trans¬ 
gender activists moved freely in 
the area between the groups, often 
interacting with both groups. 

“While having an argument 
with one of the ‘Phelpsians’ in San 
Francisco,” said local transgender 
activist Gwen Smith, “I was ques¬ 
tioned with ‘Are you a man or a 
woman?’ When I replied with ‘nei¬ 
ther,’ he had no formulated re¬ 
sponse, and no scripture to quote 
at me.... His only response was to 
call us ‘perverts.’” 

Rosalyne Montgomery, execu¬ 
tive director of TRansgenders 
United for Equality (TRUE), calls 
this event the reason for “the sud¬ 
den change of targets,” and dis¬ 
agrees with those in the transgen¬ 
der community who argue that 
this type of response is why the 
transgender activists should 
maintain a low profile. 

“They have said we should 
leave well enough alone. This is 
exactly why we are being killed,” 
Montgomery said. “Silence only 
aids those who seek to destroy us. 
It is time to end the silence and 
stop the violence!” 

Montgomery and other trans¬ 
gender activists are comparing the 
WBC protest to the abortion clin¬ 
ic blockades of Operation Rescue 
and similar groups that have 
made access to reproductive 
health care difficult for many 
women. 

“Are TG clinics and SRS sur¬ 
geons going to be targeted as 
abortion providers are?” Mont¬ 
gomery asked. “Are our providers 
going to have to live in a climate 
of fear from potential terrorism? 
Are we going to have to run a 
gauntlet of intolerants screaming 


‘pervert’ or worse just to get a re¬ 
fill scrip for our hormones?” 

Some transgender activists are 
advocating a direct counter-re¬ 
sponse to Phelps’s action in 
Trinidad. Katrina Rose, a Houston 
transgender activist who has been 
critical of Phelps for several years, 
is attempting to organize the 
transgender community to make 
its presence known in Trinidad 
this weekend. 

“Apparently, Phelps either 
doesn’t know or, more likely judg¬ 
ing from his writings, doesn’t care 
that if not for Dr. Biber’s trans¬ 
gender clinic, Trinidad’s only hos¬ 
pital would have closed its doors 
long ago,” Rose said. “I’m not 
Christian, but someone should 
ask Phelps if his planned protest 
is, in fact, what Jesus would do.” ▼ 


Presbyterians nix gay clergy 

... but name lesbians Women of Faith

T he annual General Assem¬ 
bly of the Presbyterian 
Church (USA) rejected a 
measure Friday, June 25 that 
would have allowed the denom¬ 
ination to revisit the issue of the 
ordination of practicing lesbian 
and gay clergy. The nearly two- 
to-one vote came less than a 
week after two openly lesbian 
clergy were honored at the con¬ 
ference as “Women of Faith.” 

Friday’s vote countered a 
proposal, passed 24-14 by the 
denominational committee 
Tuesday, to strike a church con¬ 
stitutional clause that requires 
clergy to maintain “fidelity with¬ 
in the covenant of marriage be¬ 
tween a man and a woman, or 
chastity in singleness.” The issue 
would later have been referred to 
regional governing bodies called 
presbyteries. If a majority of the

173 presbyteries had agreed with 
the committee, the provision 
would have been removed. 

Delegates to the conference 
voted 389 to 198 to prevent the 
issue from going to the presby¬ 
teries. 

Just days earlier, the denomi¬ 


nation presented its prestigious 
Women of Faith award at a 
packed breakfast ceremony of 
over 500 Presbyterians on Sun¬ 
day, June 20 to the Reverend Jane 
Adams Spahr of San Rafael. The 
award was controversial because 
of Spahr’s leadership in a min¬ 
istry, named “That All May 
Freely Serve,” that supports the 
ordination of gay and lesbian 
people. The denomination’s 
General Assembly Council voted 
41-40 on Thursday, June 17 to 
uphold the award. 

The other award recipients 
were two seminary professors, 
Jane Dempsey Douglass of 
Princeton Theological Seminary 
and the Reverend Letty Russell of 
Yale Divinity School. Spahr was 
challenged while Russell, who is 
also openly lesbian, was not chal¬ 
lenged, most likely because of 
Spahr’s more visible role in the 
debate over the ordination of gay 
and lesbian clergy. T

“The party was flawless,” Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno told the Bay 
Area Reporter.

“The 
party went without a hitch and 
the gay community can be very 
proud,” Leno added. 


City Hall building manager 
Kerry Painter said there was only 
one arrest the entire evening. “The 
sheriff arrested one man for being 
drunk and disorderly. It wasn’t a 
serious offense on the man’s part. 
He was drunk and we tried to call 
a taxi for him, but he refused. The 
sheriff arrested him for his own 
safety, to keep him from wander¬ 
ing into traffic, or worse. The man 
spent the night in detox and that 
was it.” 

Gay activist Jeff Sheehy is man¬ 
aging the San Francisco gay and 
lesbian voter registration cam¬ 
paign, the benefactor of funds 
generated by Reunion ’99. “Don 
Spradlin [the producer of the 
party] is a hero,” Sheehy told the 
B.A.R. “For one night the gay 
community owned City Hall. The 


money raised at this party will 
benefit our community in a pro¬ 
found way. I can’t believe how to¬ 
tally beautiful the party was. I 
could actually see the ghost of 
Harvey Milk standing on the sec¬ 
ond floor balcony, above the 
crowd, smiling down on what has 
been achieved by the community. 
It was amazing.” 

Spradlin refused to speak to 
the B.A.R. about fund disburse¬ 
ment for the party, because of last 
week’s article stating that last 
year’s party failed to pay all its 
debts, but Reunion treasurer Tom 
Bercu said the accounting books 
will be opened to the public soon. 
Reunion ’99 was almost entirely 
staffed by volunteers, and the 
funds generated this year are ex¬

On 
Friday, however, as Drag March 
participants paraded up Polk Street, 
someone kicked in the window of a 
parked car.

The unprecedented Drag 
March was smaller than predict¬ 
ed, but people had a good time;

“It went great,” said Jane Cle- 
land, an organizer of the event 
(and a contributing photographer 
for the B.A.R.). “We sold out of T- 
shirts by 5:30 p.m. We sang ‘Happy 
Birthday’ to Ruth Ellis for her 
100th birthday. Everything went 
on time and nobody got hurt.” 

Ellis, an African-American les¬ 
bian, turns 100 years old later this 
month. 

Also on Saturday, the Friends 
of the Pink Triangle laid out their 
largest pink triangle to date on the 
side of Twin Peaks, where it could 
be seen from most of the Market 
Street parade route. 

Saturday’s festivities at Civic 
Center Plaza also went well. Gip¬ 
son said the “Stand Against Hate” 
rally Saturday was “emotional and 
very touching.” Witherington told 
the Bay Area Reporter that atten¬ 
dance at Saturday’s pride celebra¬ 
tion was estimated at 25,000, up 
slightly from last year.

Sunday fun day 

On Sunday, the colorful parade 
started promptly at 10:30 a.m., 
with members of the Women’s 
Motorcycle Contingent roaring 
onto Market Street to the cheers of 
the crowd. Supervisor Mark Leno 
sat on the back of a bike driven by 
his sister, Jamie Zimmeron. 

Onlookers cheered grand mar¬ 
shal Harry Hay and his longtime 
partner John Burnside, both in 
their 80s, who were joined by the 
Radical Faeries, a group Hay 
started when he called the first 
meeting in an Arizona desert in 
1979. Hay is also a co-founder of 
the Mattachine Society, which 
started in the early 1950s. 

The organization grand mar¬ 
shal was crowd favorite Parents, 
Families, and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays (PFLAG) and they, too, 
received a rousing response from 
onlookers. 

Witherington and Gipson said 
the “Moment of Silence,” which 
was new during this year’s parade, 
was “patchy,” and they hope to im¬ 
prove it next year. At noon, the 
crowd and parade contingents 
were supposed to stop and pause 
in remembrance of those who 
have died of diseases such as AIDS 
and breast cancer, domestic vio¬ 
lence, and anti-gay violence. While 
most contingents held up “Si¬ 
lence” signs and turned off their 
sound systems, apparently some 
did not. “We’ll build from that for 
next time,” Witherington said.

longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 1,000 
patients and confirmed results from another study The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and 
AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction 
was significant enough for the NIH to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could benefit from the 
findings. Because the study was ended early there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact of CRIXIVAN 
on survival. 


* CRIXIVAN in triple therapy continues to hold serum viral load down 
below the limit of detection at the one year mark. 

In a separate, ongoing landmark study over 90% of the 31 patients receiving CRIXIVAN, AZT, and 3TC reduced their HIV 
serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24-weeks (as measured by available tests; the virus may still be 
present in other organ systems). Importantly the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for 
longer periods of time maintained these results through the one year mark. 

■ CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. For 
some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each day 
may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid breakdown of red blood 
cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications you should not take 
with CRJXIVAN. As with other protease inhibitors, severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients also taking 
cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins’! Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with your doctor 
Additionally as with other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased blood 
sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Please read the following page for detailed information on side effects and dosing.

Patient Intormation about CRIXIVAN (KRtK-sin-van) 

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: indinavir (in-DIH-nuh-veer) sulfate 


Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN 
is a type of HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called 
“viral load") and raise your CD4 (7) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 
CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZ7), 3TC, 
ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doc¬ 
tor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and 
adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN 
unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to 
take, right from the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip 
doses or take “drug holidays. ” If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may 
be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions 
about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what 
schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the 
regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim 
or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour 
before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples 
of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 

- com flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, 
these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may 
lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) 
throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough 
fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your 
doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach 
or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure H IV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or 
other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under 
the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce 
your chances of getting illnesses, including death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have 
these effects in all patients. 

Does C R IXIV AN re du ce the risk of passing HI V to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. 

Who should not tak e CRI XIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its 
components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet 
know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called "statins.” 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) „ HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems 
(such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, orRIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) ORTHO-NOVUM 1 /35® (oral contraceptive) 

EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d47) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with V1DEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust 
both the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose 
of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CRIXI VAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely 
on this page alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more 
complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients 
this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kid¬ 
neys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care 
provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 
Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic 
anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these 
liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by 
poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, 
others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes medication. Others needed 
new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including 
CRIXIVAN, together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your 
doctor if you develop severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 
10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on 
rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, 
flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry 
mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory 
infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed 
include: allergic reactions; severe skin reactions; abdominal 
swelling; inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the 
pancreas; increased fat appearing in areas such as the neck, 
breasts, abdomen, and back; change in skin color; hair loss; 
ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual 
symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, seek 
medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at 
room temperature (59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
"pillow” in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and 
all medicines out of the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your 
local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 

This provides a summary of information about CRIXIVAN. If you have any questions or concerns about either CRIXIVAN or HIV, talk to your doctor.

ENDA reintroduced

ji| growing sense of momen¬ 
tum and optimism charac¬ 
terized reintroduction of 
the Employment Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act of 1999 (ENDA) at a 
Capitol Hill news conference 
Thursday, June 24. It comes five 
years after the measure first was 
proposed. A 1996 vote in the Sen¬ 
ate came unexpectedly close, 
falling one mark shy of passage. 

“We are here today because we 
believe that the principles of 
equality and opportunity should 
be applied to all Americans and 
that success at work should be 
based on performance, not preju¬ 
dice,” said lead sponsor Senator 
Jim Jeffords (R-Vermont). 

“This bill is about fairness, this 
bill is about equality, this bill is 
about basic civil rights. This bill 
must pass this Congress,” he said. 

Jeffords pointed to changes 
they have made in the 1999 ver¬ 
sion, explicitly prohibiting affir¬ 
mative action on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation, and rewriting the 
discrimination language “to more 
closely track Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964.” 

“This new language has the 
benefit of 35 years of legal inter¬ 
pretation,” he said. “Employers 
and courts alike understand this 
language and what is expected 
under it.” 

He dismissed right wing 
rhetoric of “a tidal wave of litiga¬ 
tion” by pointing to Vermont, 
which passed a similar law nine 
years ago. There “the legal waters 
have been more like the tidal 
basin,” with an average of only 
three cases filed per year. 

‘A stain on democracy’ 

“This nation inscribed slavery 
into the Constitution,” said lead 
sponsor Senator Ted Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts). “It took us some 
200 years to begin to free our¬ 
selves from the stains of discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of race.” 

He spoke of ethnic, religious, 
and gender biases that have been 
slowly wiped from our laws. “And 
each time we have made this 
progress, within days or weeks 
people would say, ‘Why did it take

T he National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF) an¬ 
nounced that it would not 
support the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA) without 
inclusion of transgender people. 

“Principled politics is not a 
popularity contest,” said Kerry 
Lobel, executive director of 
NGLTF. “This is about a long¬ 
term vision of a unified move¬ 
ment for gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgendered equality” 
Lobel rejected the notion that 
transgender inclusion is a sepa¬ 
rate struggle. “In fact, transgender 
inclusion is becoming more ac¬ 
cepted as part of civil rights bills 
across the country,” Lobel said, 
citing state and local ordinances 
around the country, including 
San Francisco and Santa Cruz. 

NGLTF board member and bi¬ 
sexual activist Lani Ka’ahumanu 
was even more direct. “The idea 
that ‘we’ can get ours now, and 
‘they’ can get theirs later is unac¬ 
ceptable,” Ka’ahumanu told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“It is not ‘us versus them,”’

us so long?”’ 

Kennedy compared ENDA to 
the Minimum Wage Act, Family 
and Medical Leave Act, and the 
Americans with Disabilities Act. 
“Now Congress must take steps to 
achieve the same kind of fairness 
for gay men and lesbians who en¬ 
counter blatant discrimination in 
the workplace.” 

It is “a stain on our democra¬ 
cy,” Kennedy said. It is “time to 
close this loophole. And we are 
committed to doing so in this 
Congress.” 

“What is different today is the 
climate in which we are operat¬ 
ing,” said Senator Joseph Lieber- 
man (D-Connecticut). He be¬ 
lieves that the murders of 
Matthew Shepard in Wyoming 
and Billy Jack Gaither in Alabama 
made Americans aware that “big¬ 
otry remains a threat to homosex¬ 
uals in this country, not just to 
their livelihoods but to their lives.” 

He called the travails of James 
Hormel in being nominated as 
ambassador to Luxembourg “an¬ 
other persuasive argument in sup¬ 
port of ENDA.” Only President 
Clinton’s personal intervention 
allowed the nomination to suc¬ 
ceed. Lieberman concluded, 
“There is no such thing as a recess 
appointment in the private sec¬ 
tor.” 

Frank delights 

The irrepressible Representa¬ 
tive Barney Frank (D-Massachu- 
setts) opined, “The accusations 


Ka’ahumanu added, comparing 
the issue to white women getting 
the vote at the expense of African- 
American women. “This is about 
all of us moving forward together 
- period.” 

Many transgender activists 
hailed NGLTF’s stand, although 
the position is acknowledged to 
be controversial with some ac¬ 
tivists. 

“Kerry Lobel’s brave stand on 
this has probably frustrated some 
activists who’ve worked hard to 
move ENDA as far as it’s come, 
but ENDA was written a long 
time ago, and it doesn’t do the job 
it was intended to do,” said Jami¬ 
son Green, director of FTM Inter¬ 
national, an organization for fe- 
male-to-male transsexuals. 

“Sometimes the right thing to 
do is not the easy thing, and 
NGLTF is doing the right thing by 
recognizing the shortcomings of 
this bill,” Green told the B.A.R. 
“The politics of queer difference 
can’t be based only on what goes 
on in the bedroom; all queer peo¬ 
ple won’t be protected from dis¬ 
crimination or harm based on 
‘actual or perceived homosexual¬ 
ity’ alone.” T 


that are made against anti-dis¬ 
crimination legislation are gener¬ 
ally on the intellectual level of 
Jerry Falwell’s criticism of chil¬ 
dren’s television.” 

With more than a decade of 
gay rights legislation on the 
books, in an increasing number of 
states, “none, zero of these allega¬ 
tions of trouble that were predict¬ 
ed by the opponents have ever 
come true.” 

Frank forthrightly raised the 
fact that “this bill does not protect 
everybody,” specifically transgen¬ 
der people. He explained that no 
bill has ever done that, yet he ea¬ 
gerly voted for legislation ending 
gender discrimination, the Amer¬ 
icans with Disabilities Act, and 
others that did not include pro¬ 
tection for him. “There is no 
magic button we can push that 
will protect everybody all at once.” 

Later, responding to a ques¬ 
tion, Jeffords called inclusion of 
transgenders “a matter of practi¬ 
cal politics. One step at a time 
sometimes is better than trying to 
jump forward.” 

The other openly gay member 
of the House, Jim Kolbe (R-Ari- 
zona), told his staff they didn’t 
need to prepare any remarks for 
him. “This is simple, this comes 
from the heart and the mind, and 
it is not complicated,” he told the 
room. “This is about fairness. This 
is about equity. This is about not 
discriminating in the workplace. 
That is all this legislation is 
about.” 

Representative Christopher 
Shays (R-Connecticut) offered a 
debater’s defense of ENDA, re¬ 
plete with citations of support 
from business and religious lead¬ 
ers, and even that political icon 
the late Barry Goldwater. But he 
ended with personal stories. 

He realizes now that two of his 
best teachers were gay. “I don’t 
think that I’d be a member of 
Congress today, I don’t think that 
I would have the hopes and 
dreams that I have today if it 
weren’t for those teachers. And yet 
they lived their lives fearful that 
they would lose their jobs.” 

Shays spoke of his own experi¬ 
ence in the Peace Corps, while at 
the same time his colleague Kolbe 
was serving on a river patrol boat 
in the wartime delta of Vietnam. 
“He was risking his life for our 
country... and yet we seem to have 
a standard that seems to say I might 
be better than Jim. What a joke.” 

Passing ENDA 

Shays believes that Kolbe’s 
leadership in defeating the Hefley 
amendment in the last session of 
Congress “set the stage, I hope, for 
passage of this legislation.” 

The Hefley amendment, pro¬ 
posed by those with close ties to 
the religious right, would have 
overturned President Clinton’s 
executive order protecting les¬ 
bians and gays in the federal 
workforce. It was soundly defeat¬ 
ed in a major victory for the com¬ 
munity. 

Jeffords believes that “there are 
ways around” the fact that the 
leadership does not want to bring 
this to a vote on the floor of the 
Senate. But he declined to tip his 
hand. 

“If they are able to get it out of 
the Senate, that would add 
tremendous impetus in the 
House,” Shays said. The argu¬ 
ments become the same as those 
in defeating the Hefley amend¬ 
ment. 

Frank predicted, “If we get a 
chance to debate this in the 
House, as I hope we will, I believe 
we have a majority for it.” ▼ 


NGLTF: No ENDA w/o TGs 
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Celebrating Ambassador 
James Hormel 


Looking to put your best face forward?

J ames Catherwood Hormel 
raised his right hand and 
placed his left on the family 
Bible held by his life partner Tim¬ 
othy Wu. HormeFs maternal 
grandmother had given it to his 
father in 1901. “I do solemnly 
swear...” Hormel repeated after 
Secretary of State Madeleine Al¬ 
bright on the afternoon of Tues¬ 
day, June 29. 

And when it was done, the 
room erupted into a joyous round 
of whoops and applause. It 
bounced off of the crystal chande¬ 
liers and gilded Corinthian 
columns of the Benjamin Franklin 
room, that faux antiquity fabricat¬ 
ed on the top floor of the modern, 
architecturally banal seat of Amer¬ 
ican diplomacy. A normally pri¬ 
vate ceremony was replete with 
network television cameras. 

“This is one of those glorious 
days when the nice guy finishes 
first,” said Albright. “We are de¬ 
lighted to welcome Ambassador 
Jim Hormel to our diplomatic 
team. He has made a lifelong 
habit of doing well by doing 
good.” She recalled first meeting 
him when he served as a delegate 
to the United Nations while she 
was ambassador to that body. 

“Today we send a message. That 
neither race, nor creed, nor gender, 
nor sexual orientation is relevant to 
the selection of an ambassador from 
the United States,” Albright said. 

Albright praised Hormel for 
surviving the two-year ordeal, 
never losing his sense of humor, 
dignity, or his graciousness. “And 
he was really good at ‘Ambassador 
School,’” she quipped, her tongue 
as sharp as the lemon-colored suit 
she wore. 

“Today the Grand Duchy of 


Luxembourg will be even grander 
because it will have as our nation’s 
new Ambassador Extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary to the Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg - now 
that’s a title really worth waiting 
for - James C. Hormel.” 

Senator Ted Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts) recited only a por¬ 
tion of Hormel’s resume and con¬ 
cluded, “His confirmation was re¬ 
sisted by the Senate for one reason 
only, because he is gay.... Bigotry 
based on sexual orientation is 
wrong. Anywhere. Anytime. It has 
no place in the Senate and no 
place in America.” 

He said that Hormel’s oppo¬ 
nents never allowed a vote in the 
Senate because they knew they 
would lose overwhelmingly. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein (D- 
California), clad in a more muted 
yellow than Albright, spoke of her 
long friendship with Hormel. She 
recognized the ambassador’s ex¬ 
tended family off to the side of the 
platform, five children and four 
young grandchildren; even his 
former wife and her husband 
were in attendance. 

“With Jim’s appointment I 
think we open the door,” Feinstein 
said. “This nation is prepared, 
once and for all, to put aside big¬ 
otry and prejudice, and judge a 
man on their loyalty, their talent, 
and their ability to serve.” 

The newest ambassador exhib¬ 
ited both diplomacy and humility 
when it came his time to speak. “I 
thank you all for coming here 
today for a moment I pray will be¬ 
come but a footnote in the histo¬ 
ry of our diplomatic relations and 
our efforts to ensure basic consti¬ 
tutional equality for all citizens.” 

He noted that Patricia Roberts 
Harris, the first African-American 
woman named a U.S. ambassador, 
had served in Luxembourg.

Hormel looked every bit the am¬ 
bassador, tall and distinguished 
with gray hair, dressed simply in a 
blue suit and white shirt, a woven 
red silk tie knotted at his throat. 

He thanked those who stood 
by him throughout the process. 
That included President Clinton 
for both nominating him and for 
having “the courage to make this 
appointment in the face of threats 
to withhold approval of all future 
nominations.” 

The Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion organized a gaggle of pro¬ 
testers outside of the State De¬ 
partment in continued opposi¬ 
tion to Hormel. They claimed the 
ceremony marked “the beginning 
of the Gore campaign’s efforts to 
woo the homosexual vote.” Their 
presence was ended by a torrential 
downpour, a double blessing for 
the drought-stricken Capital. 

Longtime gay activist Frank Ka- 
meny was among the community 
luminaries attending the ceremony. 
“I never thought I’d see the day,” he 
said with a broad smile on his face. 
Kameny began fighting for equal 
treatment of gays in the federal 
workforce back in the early 1960s. 
Local officials on hand included 
San Francisco Treasurer Susan Leal 
and Supervisor Mark Leno. 

The ceremony, symbolism, 
and substance of Ambassador 
James C. Hormel were a fitting 
conclusion to gay pride month. T

Combining Chinese Medicine with Western Diagnostics

eople with HIV who take 

- huge numbers of pills each 

day often have little infor¬ 
mation about how the drugs in¬ 
teract with each other. There are 
now 16 available antiviral agents 
that must be used in combina¬ 
tions to be effective, all com¬ 
monly prescribed with other 
medications that prevent oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. They may 
also be augmented with psy¬ 
chiatric medicines, over- 
the-counter drugs, 
vitamins, herbs, and 
even street drugs. 

The good news is 
that the anti-viral “cock¬ 
tails” have helped most 
people with HIV to live 
longer. And not just 
longer, but better: we 
are seeing less illness, 
fewer hospitaliza¬ 
tions, and more people returning 
to work and school who once 
thought they’d be six feet under 
by now. 

The bad news is that the 
cocktails have raised a cloud of 
discomfort, unease, and confu¬ 
sion because of side effects and 
drug interactions. Many times 
the patient’s health is jeopar¬ 
dized by the taking of so many 
drugs, and the situation may 
only be getting more complicat¬ 
ed and confusing as more drugs 
become available. 

CYP450 

Most anti-viral drugs are 
processed by the liver where they 
are broken down (metabolized) 
to be absorbed into the blood¬ 
stream. Enzymes are the chemi¬ 
cals that break down the drugs in 
the liver. Sometimes anti-HIV 
drugs can interfere in one way or 
another with this enzymatic 
process, called the CYP450 sys¬ 
tem. Here lies the problem with 
combining all of the therapies 
used today. With so many drugs 
that compete with, inhibit, or in¬ 
duce this CYP450 process, dan¬ 
gerous interactions can take 
place, possibly causing serious 
problems. 

(It should also be noted there 
are also possible benefits to 
drugs being used together. Drugs 


that potentiate each other in 
combinations are called syner¬ 
gistic. In other words, using 
some drugs together may make 
them even a more powerful 
weapon.) 

Pharmacokinetic (PK) stud¬ 
ies look at how a drug is broken 
down, ascertain how it will be 
absorbed in the bloodstream, 
and determine what drugs will 
compete for and interact with 
each other. Drug companies 
often skip over these studies be¬ 
cause they are expensive, a has¬ 
sle, and not required for licens¬ 
ing. If tests are completed, 
however, the company 
can then go on to warn 
patients what to 
avoid while on the 
particular drug, 
through package in¬ 
serts. But there are so 
many drugs being 
used the companies 
won’t and can’t per¬ 
form all the neces¬ 
sary PK studies. The FDA only 
“asks” that they perform trials in 
drugs that are commonly com¬ 
bined. So, many combinations 
are missed. 

Further complicating the 
problem is the fact that there are 
new drugs coming out all the 
time that have not been through 
the PK studies, and patients and 
doctors are haphazardly making 
the decision to use them in order 
to come up with an effective reg¬ 
imen for people with few op¬ 
tions. A good example is the new 
non-nucleoside Sustiva that was 
found to lower levels of the new 
protease inhibitor Angenerase 
(amprenavir) in the blood by up 
to 40 percent, therefore causing 
less drug to get to the virus, pos¬ 
sible causing drug resistance - a 
sad scenario given that these new 
drugs are given to people who 
probably have few therapy op¬ 
tions. So, without the needed in¬ 
teraction information, poor 
choices for therapy are being 
made. 

(New positive information 
has come forward that may rem¬ 
edy the detrimental Sustiva/Am- 
prenavir combination. In a study 
by the National Institutes of 
Health, it was found that Riton¬ 
avir, an older protease inhibitor, 
used at 200 mg. twice daily, will 
restore the levels of Amprenavir 


used with Sustiva. Further effica¬ 
cy data will be forthcoming to 
find out if this may be a good 
strategy for people with few 
available treatment options.) 

Weigh the pros and cons 

A further complication is that 
many drugs will never see the 
light of day in PK interaction 
studies. We may never know the 
interactions between anti-HIV 
agents and street drugs such as 
speed, heroin, ecstasy, and crack, 
drugs clearly being used today by 
some people with HIV. Its a sys¬ 
tematic problem because the 
drugs are illegal and therefore 
samples to study are impossible 
to acquire. Plus, there is no qual¬ 
ity control of street drugs. What 
may be studied in a laboratory 
might be completely different 
than what is bought from a street 
dealer. 

Ben Cheng, information and 
advocacy associate at Project In¬ 
form, sees at least a partial solu¬ 
tion. “The companies should be 
doing ‘nested’ PK studies in all 
the new trials, in order to look 
for drug interactions.” These are 
trials that happen at the same 
time as regular approval trials 
that would gather data on drug 
to drug interactions while the 
drugs are in their development 
track. Of course this won’t give 
us many answers for other, older 
combinations or street drugs, 
but it is certainly a possible start¬ 
ing point. 

Even if studies have been done 
on interactions, the most in¬ 
formed patients and doctors may 
miss the warnings. The FDA has 
set starting goals that 50 percent 
of all new drugs must be required 
to use patient inserts to warn of 
dangerous interactions. Congress 
passed legislation that required 
10 drugs a year to include patient 
inserts, clearly an inadequate 
number given the number of 
possible combinations available 
today in AIDS treatment. 

“The main thing is just to be 
cautious and not make hasty de¬ 
cisions,” said Dr. Steven Deeks, 
AIDS researcher at San Francisco 
General Hospital. “As physicians 
we have the responsibility to 
more often than not have time to 
weigh the pros and cons of treat¬ 
ment choices so as not to harm 
our patients.” ▼ 
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DPH seeks to cut 
condom failure rate

C ondom failure is, for many 
gay men, both an unthink¬ 
able nightmare and a recur¬ 
rent reality: discovering, after 
making the effort to follow estab¬ 
lished safer sex guidelines, that 
something went wrong and sex 
partners have been put at risk of 
HIV transmission. Perhaps the 
condom fell off, or tore, or a 
chemical reaction made it simply 
melt away like a politician’s 
promise; in any event it can quick¬ 
ly turn a moment of bliss into one 
of anxiety, depression, and - in the 
worst cases - infection. 

Scientists with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Public 
Health (DPH) recently completed 
a lengthy research project evaluat¬ 
ing condom failure, hoping to 
find ways to reduce its frequency 
by better understanding its caus¬ 
es. After studying the habits and 
practices of 2,500 men who had 
anal sex with other men in six 
American cities, researchers 
found that gay men are better at 
handling rubbers than they were 
in the 1980s, but the problem of 
condom failure is far from over. 

According the senior author of 
the study, Dr. Susan Buchbinder, 
“over 16 percent [of respondents] 
reported they’d had at least one 
condom break or slip off in the six 
months before entering the study. 
That came out to an average of 
just over two failures for every 100 
condoms used.” 

The good news, Buchbinder 
said, is that researchers identified 
three main factors that led most 
frequently to condom failure. Their 
report, published in the April 15 
issue of the Journal of Acquired Im¬ 
mune Deficiency Syndromes and 
Human Retrovirology, found that 
the biggest risks come from inex¬ 
perience, alcohol and drug use (es¬ 
pecially methamphetamine use); 
and non-water based lubricants. 

Joe Wright, a health educator 
for the HIV Research Section of 
the DPH, suggested to the Bay 
Area Reporter that men who do 
not yet have good condom tech¬ 
niques should practice - alone or

five,” Witherington said. “I think a 
lot of people were having a very 
good time.” He added that the 
committee’s finances look to be in 
good shape and money should be 
distributed to community part¬ 
ners as well. 

Not surprisingly, gay San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano was cheered 
wildly with shouts of “Run, Tom, 
Run” when he addressed the crowd 
Sunday afternoon and introduced 
Adam Colton, the gay Novato teen 
who’s been the victim of anti-gay 
violence. Mayor Willie Brown, who 
spoke several hours earlier, was 
booed by some. Ammiano told the 
B.A.R. he has not yet decided 
whether he’ll run for mayor. 

After the parade, Gipson said 
he was overjoyed by the turnout. 
“It was over and above all expec¬ 
tations,” he told the B.A.R. “Atten¬ 
dance was over 700,000, which is 
just 50,000 short of the largest pa¬ 
rade in the state, the Tournament 
of Roses Parade. It’s exciting that 
queers came out in full force.” ▼ 


with others - to lessen the risk 
that comes with unfamiliarity. 
“Masturbating with condoms is 
good,” he said. 

Also, as Buchbinder pointed 
out, “Men who used metham- 
phetamines or alcohol [are statis¬ 
tically] more likely to have con¬ 
dom failures.” Both speed and al¬ 
cohol tend to delay orgasm, lead¬ 
ing to longer sessions of sexual ac¬ 
tivity and increased strain on the 
condom; they also may cause men 
to lose their erections, leading to 
situations where the condom slips 
off altogether. 

Finally, Buchbinder said, “Men 
who consistently use water-based 
lubricants had fewer problems.” 
Oil-based lubricants like Vaseline 
and Crisco cause latex to break 
down and completely dissolve in 
less than a minute. In contrast, 
water-based lubricants like KY 
and Wet actually help preserve the 
integrity of condoms by decreas¬ 
ing friction. 

Emergency evacuation 

Wright acknowledged to the 
B.A.R. that scientists still don’t 
have an answer for couples who 
have found, too late, that a con¬ 
dom didn’t protect them from 
each other’s body fluids. 

In those situations, Wright 
suggests the top, or the insertive 
partner, “follow the classic advice 
for reducing risk, not just of con¬ 
tracting HIV, but all sexually 
transmitted diseases: urinate af¬ 


terwards and wash off. 

“If you haven’t ejaculated, you 
might want to do that.” 

For the other partner, who 
might have seminal fluid in his 
body, Wright suggests having a 
bowel movement, if possible - but 
not if it leads to muscle strain. 

“It might help, but probably 
not if you have hemorrhoids,” he 
said. “And all the experts I’ve spo¬ 
ken with say you don’t want to 
douche. You don’t want to do any¬ 
thing to irritate the mucosal 
membranes of your anus.” 

He also suggested that anyone 
who is extremely concerned about 
potential HIV transmission could 
seek advice from the Post-Expo¬ 
sure Prophylaxis (PEP) program 
at San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal. The program offers people 
who are at risk for very recent in¬ 
fection the option of taking anti¬ 
retroviral therapy for six months 
as a potential guard against HIV 
establishing itself. 

“And of course,” Wright said, 
“this shows the need for microbi¬ 
cidal lubricants.” Those com¬ 
pounds, containing anti-HIV 
chemicals as a supplementary 
barrier to transmission, are cur¬ 
rently undergoing preliminary 
testing, but only for heterosexual 
vaginal sex. Prospects are uncer¬ 
tain for research in a population 
that is more likely to practice anal 
sex. But with 2 percent of con¬ 
doms failing in gay sex situations, 
the tests can’t come too soon. ▼ 
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the

For ten years, Eddie was production 
manager and photographer for the

Cunningham made his living as a 
printing craftsman.

IGLAmorous 

Lesbian and gay swimmers flood Atlanta

D espite an occasional breeze 
in the near-open-air nata- 
torium, and a bilious 
Southern Baptist-athon brewing 
across town, conditions could not 
have been more perfect on the 
Georgia Technical University 
campus for a swim meet of a fes¬ 
tively queer sort. 

Over 700 lesbian, gay, and (a 
few) straight swimmers, divers, 
and water polo players from 
dozens of cities competed 
in Atlanta last weekend, 

June 17-21, at the 1999 
10th annual International 
Gay & Lesbian Aquatics 
Championships. 

The efficient organization 
by Atlantan volunteers 
and officials kept over 
50 events, with hun¬ 
dreds of heats, and 
even the drag queens, 
running on time. 

Many events made for new 
Masters records among the 50 
participating teams, including 
Washington D.C. and Atlanta’s 
ranks (almost 100 each), and in¬ 
dividual “teams” of one like the 
San Luis Obispo Seahawks, Irvine 
Novaquatics, and Humuhu- 
munukunukuapuaa (actually 
George Walker of 
Hawaii). 

Team Tsunami 
members who turned 
in personal bests 
among the 38 Bay 
Area participants in 
breaststroke, fly, 
freestyle, and individ¬ 
ual medley events in¬ 
cluded Ann Dunn, 

Kevin Williams, 

Stephen Lapaz, Stuart 
Towns, Tod Hill and 
Bart McDermott. The 
Bay Area’s other 
squad, University of San Francis¬ 
co Masters, sent four swimmers 
this year. 

Charlie Koehler, one of 55 San 
Diegans, competed in breaststroke 
8c 100 Free, among other events, 
but “never swam before age 35.1 
learned how to do all the other 
strokes, freestyle, flip turns, but¬ 
terfly, I had never attempted until 
I joined the team.” Since then he’s 
swum at all Gay Games 1I-V, and 
just about every IGLA meet. 

Longtime friendly rivalries saw 
good-natured competitiveness 
between old pals Pat Thomas of 
San Diego and Morrie Spang of 
West Hollywood’s WH 2 0, who 
both swam in Minnesota years 
ago. Thomas was thrilled that 
she’d not only cut her times, but 
bested her longtime compatriot. 

Not that they’re competitive. 
“Are you kidding?” Thomas 
laughed. “We swim for the hard¬ 
ware!” 

But also for a greater glory, 
with personal victories. Both are 
teachers. Spang noted how “events 


like IGLA battle the stereotypes 
that gay people aren’t athletic, that 
dykes are too athletic. With a pos¬ 
itive attitude, I think it sets a great 
role model.” She noted how par¬ 
ents with questioning kids at her 
school thank her profusely. “They 
appreciate that I’m making the 
school a safe environment for 
kids.” 

Dive in time 

Swimmers set an amazing 22 
records. US Masters, FINA, and 
European records were all broken, 
according to IGLA 
’99 organizers. 
Many masters swim 
records were broken by 
adult aquatic champs from 
as far away as Florence, Italy. 
Lorenzo Benucci, in the 
100 meter Individual 
Medley, set a U.S. 
Masters 30-35yo 
record. “I did well the 
other day, too,” he 
said. “Got second, and 
I think missed the world record by 
a hundredth of a second. Oh 
well.” Benucci is living in Atlanta 
as a student and swims with Rain¬ 
bow Trout. 

Water polo saw the top gay 
teams in North America bump 
capped heads for the gold. Amer¬ 
ica’s most aggressive team and 


five-time champs, West Holly¬ 
wood’s WH 2 0, took the gold with 
their notoriously aggressive style, 
defeating the Seattle Otters in a 
final match. Team New York and 
Washington D.C. also came in at 
silver and bronze, respectively. 

In diving, half a dozen men 
competed in platform, spring¬ 
board and synchronized duo 
events. Mike Shriner of Cleveland 
snagged some gold, Altantan 
Drew Cockrell (silver) and Mike 
Adams (bronze) offered each 
other tips between dives. 

Olympian David Pichler, one 
of several now-openly gay divers, 
was also on hand for some 
demonstrations, courtesy of his 
gay-friendly sponsor, Speedo. He 
commented on the freedom of 
competing in 1996 as an openly 
gay diver, and overcame the diffi¬ 
culties that prevented his qualify¬ 
ing in 1992. “In diving, you can’t 
have something like (being closet¬ 
ed) distract you.” Pichler will 
compete in the Sydney Olympics 
in 2000 as one of the first to com¬ 


pete after coming out. May the 
gods be with him. 

Although outreach to women 
continues at IGLA, only 20 per¬ 
cent of competitors were female 
(114 women, 602 men), but all 
made strong showings in individ¬ 
ual and relay events. A pick-up 
match of water polo between 
Seattle, London, and other U.S. 
women proved to be an IGLA 
highlight, and a first in the histo¬ 
ry of IGLA’s tournaments. 

Rubber gloves 
and hoop skirts 

Among the more notoriously 
campy events was the Pink 
Flamingo pageant, with 10 teams 
performing what Atlanta Meet 
Director John Brown called 
“Broadway musical meets Esther 
Williams.” Flowery bathing caps 
blossomed amid wacky water bal¬ 
let and poolside antics, hosted by 
local drag MCs Bubba and Jane 
Russell. 

Most fulfilled the theme “Hot 
Donna Summers Nights,” featur¬ 
ing the music of the pro-gay/anti- 
gay/pro-gay disco diva. Team Dal¬ 
las’s routine offered the most 
thorough historical account of the 
famed singer’s rumored “Adam 
and Steve” statements and her 
subsequent fall from gay grace. 

Others paid homage to their 


affable Southern hosts, and even 
straight pool staff laughed and 
sang along to excerpts of “The 
Night the Lights Went Out in 
Georgia,” “The Devil Went Down 
to Georgia” (Team New York’s 
two-stepping in red chaps was a 
highlight) and even a Deliverance 
tribute by Philadelphia’s team, 
complete with canoeing drag 
queens abducted by hillbilly boys. 

New Pink Flamingo entries in¬ 
cluded Ohio Splash, while San 
Francisco’s Team Tsunami offered 
a tribute to “Rubber Ducky.” Paris 
Aquatique’s winning entry offered 
brilliant choreography, both pool- 
side and in the water, set to “Gay 
Paree/Le Jazz Hot” from 
Victor/Victoria. 

By day, IGLA board members 
had meetings while participants 
trekked to club events by night. 
For some, it proved to relax them 
enough to perform better the next 
day, as S.F.’s Tim Lane (50 meter 
breaststroke) attested, proving 
that nightclub dancing helped

fered to employees’ spouses, this 
May she ruled that they do have to 
offer no-cost benefits such as be¬ 
reavement leave, family leave, and 
flight discounts.

■V f I hear one more gay film director say, ‘I 
Ms want people to forget that these are gay 
jm characters,’ I will scream!” hollers director 
MB David Moreton, ensconced in a Sundance 
MB hospitality suite so noisy it is positively in¬ 
hospitable. “Do we want people to forget that we’re 
here? What have we accomplished if we’re so eager 
for straight acceptance that we’re willing — eager, 
in fact — to lose our individuality and our differ¬ 
ence?” That very question nags at Eric, the high 
school student in Moreton’s directing debut, Edge of 
Seventeen, a raw depiction of what it’s like to come out. 

“We wanted to show a kid who doesn’t fit in, and 
what steps he takes to make his world better for himself,” 
Moreton continues. “When you’re 17, it’s the first time you 
realize the world is not just you — that you’re not the cen¬ 
ter of the universe.” A native of Salt Lake City who was born 
into the Mormon church, he laughs. “When I read the script, 

I was impressed that this kid was dealing with an issue that 
took me ten more years to handle. He wrestles with it, moves 
on, and is better for it. That’s something I didn’t accomplish 
until I was in my late twenties!” 

Screenwriter Todd Stephens describes the pair’s goal for 
Edge of Seventeen more simply: “The coming out story had 
never been done in the John Hughes style.” Stephens cites 
Sixteen Candles, Pretty in Pink, Risky Business and Fast 
Times at Ridgemont High as big influences, but readily 
admits the film’s autobiographical origins. “It’s all 
about me!” he cracks, adding that coming out 
is not necessarily all about you.

with editor Eric Brandt by victoria a. Brownworth 


ric Brandt’s soft voice and unimposing man¬ 
ner belie a passion simmering just below the 
surface calm — a passion to create change. With 
his new anthology, Dangerous Liaisons: Blacks 
and Gays and the Struggle for Equality (New Press), 
Brandt has attempted to do just that. In essays written 
by some of the best-known names in black academia 
and in the queer community, Liaisons deconstructs 
some of the most compelling, but least addressed areas 
of American social life: the interrelationship between 
racism and homophobia, blacks and queers. 

No simple task, yet Brandt’s vibrant and compelling 
book reflects a life spent considering such vital issues as 
how African Americans and queers relate to each other, 
how shared — and dissimilar — oppressions might 
create bonds as well as tensions, and how racism and 
homophobia define the lives of those who suffer under 


their oppressive yokes. Brandt freely admits to having 
had concerns about even embarking on such a project. 
“I hesitated because I’m white,” he explained. “I didn’t 
want the book to be dismissed because of that.” 

It’s difficult to imagine Liaisons being dismissed, 
given the roster of contributors: straight African-Amer¬ 
ican heavyweights like Cornel West and Henry Louis 
Gates, as well as veritable queer icons, among them 
Martin Duberman, Stan Leventhal, Barbara Smith, 
Cheryl Clarke and the late Audre Lorde. But caution 
and concision defined Brandt’s editorial relationship to 
the book — because of his race and because he “want¬ 
ed the voices of the contributors to shape the discus¬ 
sion. I had told people [in letters requesting submis¬ 
sions] what areas I was interested in addressing. But I 
didn’t want this book to be about my agenda, I wanted

only it had included perfume 
scratch ’n’ sniffs, even included a 
full-color photo spread by photog 
Rick Gerharter. Too bad the ed¬ 
itors couldn’t be bothered to spell 
his name right. And, um, what 
does a feature on the Morning 
Party on Fire Island have to do 
with SF Pride? 

Very early in June, we traipsed 
along with the swells at the SF 
Symphony’s charity Black & White 
Ball, earning pal Pepi’s eternal 
scorn. But we had never gone to 
the B&W, so we wanted to see if 
schlepping around Civic Center in 
formal clothes to stand in line for 
plastic cups of wine until the wee 
hours of the night was as fun as it 
sounds.

'Sunday in the Park With George' 


by Richard Dodds 

V unday in the Park With 
George has been a musical 
' A W easier to admire than em¬ 
brace, but TheatreWorks is help¬ 
ing to find the humanity in 
Stephen Sondheim’s ruminations 
on art. Not that the polished and 
attractive production at the 
Mountain View Center for the 
Performing Arts is much different 
from the 1984 Broadway original, 
but it has been staged with such 
clarity that emotional nuances 
can come into focus. 

Sondheim collaborated with 
James Lapine on this speculation 
on how the Georges Seurat mas¬ 
terpiece A Sunday Afternoon on 
the Island of La Grande Jatte may 
have come to be. But their inter¬ 
est goes beyond one painter and 
one painting into what it means 
to be an artist who doesn’t always 
follow convention, who doesn’t 
always offer comfort. 

Seurat, whose pointillist style 
was a critical and commercial fail¬ 
ure in his day, provides an apt 
metaphor for the post -Follies 
Sondheim, who has continued to 
strip away ornamentation from 
his music and lyrics even as it di¬ 
minished his popular appeal. All 
of this is contained in the first act, 
a jewel-like chamber musical that 
was originally created to stand on 
its own. A second act was devel¬ 
oped to help justify a commercial 
Broadway run, a compromise that

A sign warned the audience 
that a gun would be fired, but 
the revolver produced all 
clicks and no bangs. Likewise, the Z 
Space Studio production of The 
Bug is more expectation than pay¬ 
off, more diversion than dangerous. 

In the nine years since the Z 
Collective, as it was then known, 
first produced Richard Strand’s 
dark farce about the corporate 
mindset, the topic has become less 
novel. Drew Carey and Dilbert 
have seen to that. But if shades of 
Kafka are mostly pallid, The Bug 
can still be an amusing 70-minute 
distraction. 

Back in 1990, the Z Collective 
garnered attention for staging The 
Bug in an appropriately corporate 
environment on the 17th floor of 
PG8cE’s Beale Street headquarters. 
The new venue that Z now shares 
with an actual consulting firm 
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dampens the total effect. 

But even the straining second 
act, with its fairly ridiculous Chro- 
molume high-tech sculptures that 
a contemporary (and presumably 
admirable) artist churns out, 
manages to maintain much of the 
glow of the first act in director 
Robert Kelley’s humanistic pro¬ 
duction. It’s not Rodgers and 
Hammerstein, but I could finally 
grasp what the characters were 
feeling as well as thinking. 

At the heart of the story is an 
imagined affair between Seurat 
and his model-mistress, who 
grows increasingly frustrated by 
her lover’s obsession with his 
work. The relationship breaks off, 
but not before a child has been 
conceived who will return as an 
old woman in the second act 
nearly a century later. Her grand¬ 
son, also named George, is a con¬ 
temporary artist skeptical about 
his lineage to Seurat, but who 
finds his way after a pilgrimage to 
La Grande Jatte. 

In the role created by Mandy 


Patinkin on Broadway, Michael 
Babin brings a confidant manner 
and gentle passion to Seurat, 
though one might have hoped for 
a little more color. As his mistress, 
Michelle Duffy ably and agree¬ 
ably communicates the charac¬ 
ter’s dreams and frustrations. 
And for me, at least, it was a joy 
to hear her songs in a voice other 
than Bernadette Peters’ kewpie- 
doll whine. 

The other characters exist as 
little more than icons that spring 
intermittently to life, but the cast 
skillfully fills out these sketches. 
Norma Hughes as a quarrelsome 
old lady, Karen E. Hall as her 
nurse, Randall Gremillion as an 
old salt, and Arielle Rothman as a 
bratty little girl are a few of the 
memorable ensemble. 

The difficult, imaginative set 
and lighting requirements have 
been artistically fulfilled by Tom 
Langguth and Christopher Gup- 
till, and Fumiko Bielefeldt’s cos¬ 
tumes (with the exception of the 
second-act George’s plaid jacket

and mismatched tie) are further 
assets. Todd Roy’s lasers even help 
turn the Chromolume sculpture, 
which seemed rather lame on 
Broadway, into a nifty effect. ▼

Getting religion 

ACT's updated ' Tartuffe'

£ his Tartuffe is a production 
with a gimmick. But it has 
been so imaginatively ren¬ 
dered and fully realized at ACT 
that it becomes as infectious as 
the swinging Sinatra selections 
that punctuate the action. The 
opening tableau sets the tone, as 
the characters rhythmically enter 
to the strains of ‘Tve Got You 
Under My Skin,” before their fun 
is squelched by the family’s right¬ 
eously fulminating grandmother. 

But actress Fannie Lee Lowe 
doesn’t need to open her mouth for 
us to know what this character is 
about. Her hair, her dress, her man¬ 
ner, and her body language are fa¬ 
miliar to us from life as amplified 
by television comedy. Director 
Charles Randolph-Wright’s pro¬ 
duction is ripe with these cultural 
quotes, which look at Moliere’s 
17th-century comedy in terms of, 
and in something of a send-up of, 
sitcoms and their stereotypes. 

It may be hard to imagine a 
play first performed for King Louis 
XIV at Versailles to now be refer¬ 
encing I Love Lucy, The Life of 
Riley, The Jeffersons, and Fresh 
Prince of Bel-Air, among others. 
But it works to a surprising degree, 
even as the characters speak in the 
rhyming couplets of Richard 
Wilbur’s popular translation. 

Randolph-Wright, who direct¬ 
ed Insurrection: Holding History 


last season at ACT, wanted to 
work again with the same group 
of actors, and he looked for a 
world in which a predominantly 
black cast might comfortably live 
in Moliere’s Tartuffe. He found his 
parallel in the high-society world 
that a prosperous black commu¬ 
nity fashioned for itself in 
Durham, N.C. Adding a 1950s 
setting provides some distancing 
for us and lots of fun for costumer 
Beaver Bauer. 

Contractually, not a word 
could be changed in Wilbur’s 
translation, but by the time a mes¬ 
senger of the French king arrives 
in these decidedly American sur¬ 


roundings, we’re not worrying 
about the incongruity. There are 
even some word plays that are 
serendipitously enhanced by the 
new setting, including a reference 
to licorice that would probably 
now make Moliere blush. 

Hypocritical mass 

Moliere’s target was religious 
hypocrisy, and the serious side to 
his comedy can sometimes get 
lost here. The character Cleante is 
there to provide the voice of rea¬ 
son, and originally to help keep 
clerical critics at bay, but it’s al¬ 
ways been the driest role and 
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Curiouser and curiouser

B runo Bettelheim showed us 
that fairy tales are more 
than kid stuff. And the Jef¬ 
ferson Airplane reminded us that 
a hookah-smoking caterpillar was 
pretty groovy for the 19th centu¬ 
ry. But that’s still no excuse for the 
chop-and-dice deconstruction 
that befalls Alice's Adventures in 
Wonderland in the cause of the¬ 
atrical hipness. 

Karen Hartman, recently rep¬ 
resented by the uneven but acces¬ 
sible Gum at the Magic Theatre, 
makes mostly a frantic mess of 
Lewis Carroll’s story in the first act 


of Alice: Tales of a Curious Girl. But 
the tone changes considerably, and 
the rewards noticeably improve in 
a second act inspired by Carroll’s 
Through the Looking Glass install¬ 
ment. Here the deconstruction at 
least creates elements of its own 
entertainment value. 

Hartman’s play had its pre¬ 
miere a few months ago at the 
Dallas Theatre Center, where, ac¬ 
cording to a report in the daily 
paper there, intermission deser¬ 
tions were considerable on open¬ 
ing night. Everyone appeared to 
return to the tiny New Langton 
Arts on opening night here, 
though the mix of critics and vo¬ 
cally supportive friends are a sus-

Nor is director Tony Kelly’s 
production, presented by Thick 
Description, likely making the 
best case for the confused materi¬ 
al. With a couple of exceptions, 
the cast adds few interesting 
shades, though not for want of 
energy. One disappointment is 
Maria Candelaria’s unmemorable 
impression of Alice, a character 
that should spark interest even 
when the story has been rendered 
unintelligible. 

There are occasional bright 
spots for the performers, mainly 
in the second act, where recogniz¬ 
able themes are allowed to 
emerge. Da’Mon Vann, antic and 
unfunny as the White Rabbit in 
the first act, finds a comic groove 
as a snap-queen version of the 
Red Queen. Wilma Bonet also 
scores in the second act with her 
regally forlorn Queen of Hearts, 
and Jack Powell shines as an eru¬ 
dite Humpty Dumpty who 
sounds a lot like William F. Buck- 
ley. None in the cast, which also 
includes Norman Gee, is particu¬ 
larly adept at song, which under¬ 
mines Gina Leishman’s musical 
contributions. 

Thick Description recently 
found success with Venus, another 
challenging and unconventionally 
structured theater piece, though 
this opaque Alice may not really 
glow under any circumstances. So, 
what is it all about? Go ask Alice, 
but I doubt she’ll know. ▼

s a dance reviewer, I certain- 
I ly see my share of indiffer¬ 
ent and bad performances, 
but to see three very good per¬ 
forming companies in one week¬ 
end is almost unheard of. I should 
be so lucky when I go to Reno. 

A double bill at Theater Ar¬ 
taud last week brought together 
the San Francisco-based Pearl 
Ubungen Dancers and Musicians 
(PUDM) and Slant Performance 
Group, a trio of Asian men from 
New York City. The evening 
opened with the first repertory 
concert by PUDM, which usually 
presents full-length works, often 
on the streets, in a cultural/politi¬ 
cal activist vein. Sections from 
Where the Waters Meet showed 
PUDM to be a vibrant and well- 
trained company, where everyone 
dances fluidly with conviction 
and joy. Created as a community 
project in Sheboygan, Wisconsin, 
to bring together the diverse 
groups (Hmong, Mexican, Dutch 
and German) which live there, the 
piece suffers from being excerpt¬ 
ed. It would be unfair to say, 
without viewing the piece in its 
entirety, that the integration of 
photography, video, voiceover in¬ 
terviews with local residents, and 
dance does not quite gel, but in 
truncated form, it doesn’t. The vi¬ 
suals are beautiful and evocative. 
The music runs the gamut from 
sounds recorded in a foundry to 
“Mr. Sandman,” to original com¬ 
missioned music by Randy Odell. 
And the interviews are both hu¬ 
morous and moving. 

The rest of the program con¬ 
sisted of a solo for Ubungen, a pas 
de deux, and a full company num¬ 
ber. As a performer, Ubungen is 
terrific, and as a choreographer, 
she’s more than competent. She 
incorporates enough of her own 
unique vocabulary into her 
dances that you can’t confuse 
them with anyone else’s. I’ve never 
seen so many interesting varia¬ 
tions on a handstand in one per¬ 
formance. She plays with counter¬ 
point both visually and rhythmi¬ 
cally, and can shift dancers on and 
off stage so smoothly that what 
you thought was a duet becomes a 
group endeavor. The overall high 
level of aesthetic choices and exe¬ 
cution is impressive. 

On paper, the coupling of 
PUDM with Slant might seem a 
great idea, as they both deal with 
cultural issues. But in terms of 
stylistic genres, they aren’t even 
on the same page. Just start with 
the title of Slant’s piece, Big Dicks, 
Asian Men, guaranteed to attract 
an audience (or at least interest 
from BAR readers). The three 
conceivers and performers, Rick 
Ebihara, Wayland Quintero and 
Perry Yung, turn out to be multi¬ 
talented actors, musicians, 
dancers and visual artists. 

Silhouetted against a police 
line-up screen, they sing the 
theme song, “Big Dicks, Asian 
Men,” while accompanying them¬ 
selves on guitars and percussion. 
Suspects in the sale of fake Gucci 
bags, they are compelled to de¬ 
scribe their lives while providing 
alibis for the time of the crime. 
Yung plays a wooden flute exquis¬ 
itely. Ebihara puts on an English 
accent to imitate James Bond, 
since his other movie hero, Bruce 
Lee, never gets laid. They all pre-

rapport with a primed audience. 

Reginald Ray-Savage’s chore¬ 
ography revealed a talent for ex¬ 
ploring the unusual when he cre¬ 
ated two dances to Ellington’s 
Fragmented Pieces for a Piano and 
Bass (Movement Nos. I and IV). 
Here is music that sounds quite 
avant-garde, and Ray-Savage 
matches that with very original 
shapes and movements, not at all 
in the typical jazz dance vein. 


sent stereotypes of Asian men in 
this racist society. How they man¬ 
age to deconstruct and satirize 
those myths is where the fun be¬ 
gins. They ride minuscule tricy¬ 
cles, delivering Chinese food, 
while singing and chanting. They 
don Sumo wrestling loincloths (a 
rice queen’s dream), eat, belch, 
obey the Sumo stablemaster’s or¬ 
ders, and play pattycake. They rap 
and spoof Cantonese opera. They 
strap on giant penises and cavort 
about the stage. My only com¬ 
plaint is that the climax comes a 
bit too early, when streamers 
spurt from the tips of the cocks. 
Though they continue with a 
dance with their pants down 
around their ankles, they never 
quite bring the energy back up. 
The real satisfaction comes in 
watching these performers edu¬ 
cate us without preaching, and 
entertain us without selling out. 
Here all the theatrical elements 
are truly integrated into a brilliant 
and rewarding piece. 


In the flesh 

The Savage Jazz Dance Com¬ 
pany’s Ellington Celebration, last 
weekend at the Cowell Theater, 
marked the 100th anniversary of 
the Duke’s birth, and featured his 
music played live by the Marcus 
Shelby Septet. No stranger to the 
dance scene, having previously 
collaborated with Robert Moses 
and Robert Henry Johnson, Shel¬ 
by also composed music for one 
piece. Having in-the-flesh musi¬ 
cians is one of the greatest treats 
for both sides of the proscenium. 
The dancing instantly gets 
cranked up several notches, and 
it’s so much easier to establish 


Corrine Nagata, Frances Rosario 
and Rocklin Thompson are su¬ 
perb in First Movement, and the 
pas de deux, Fourth Movement, is 
beautifully shaped by Alison Hur¬ 
ley and Samuel Pott. While all the 
dancers are strong and readily 
communicate their love of dance, 
Thompson is absolutely riveting 
with his hanging-in-the-air 
jumps, razor-sharp precision and 
seamless movement. 

The amazing thing about the 
Bay Area is that there is a style to 
suit every taste.

If: eenage coming-of-age ro¬ 
mantic comedies were once 
fl exclusively hetero terrain. 
Homophobic Hollywood couldn’t 
conceive of a queer Pretty in Pink 
during the 1980s, when John 
Hughes reigned supreme at the 
box office. (We can’t really call 
Gus Van Sant a gay version of 
Hughes in spite of all those dewy- 
eyed boys; his roots were always 
far from the mainstream, in spite 
of his recent clumsy efforts to join 
it.) But savvy indie producers, al¬ 
ways on the lookout for fresh 
trends, have lately produced a 
whole slew of such pictures. This 
year’s Lesbian and Gay Film Fes¬ 
tival was so packed with 
lovestruck babydykes and teen 
boys in heat that it shouldn’t be 
long before we see Disney offering 
its own slick versions of Get Real 
and Show Me Love. 

A recent worthy addition to 
the genre is David Moreton’s Edge 
of Seventeen. Based on Todd 
Stephens’ memories of coming 
out during Hughes Time, when 
the Eurythmics and Toni Basil re¬ 
sounded through every budding 
queerboy’s closet and mama’s 
Maybelline was doing double 
duty for her sensitive son, this 
well-acted, unpretentious film fol¬ 
lows high school senior Eric 
Hunter (Chris Stafford) as he tries 
to reconcile the expectations of 
his alleged girlfriend and “nice”

family with his natural lust for 
boys. 

Before going off to college, Eric 
takes a summer job in a tacky 
theme restaurant in his home¬ 
town of Sandusky, Ohio. His boss 
is Angie (Lea DeLaria), a bull dyke 
who rules her charges — and the 
film, whenever she’s on — with 
motherly warmth and guttural 
wit: “We are food service,” she tells 
them, “we are one step above toi¬ 
lets.” The other major woman in 
Eric’s life is a figure all too famil¬ 
iar in these dramas, the unwitting 
fag hag. Maggie (Tina Holmes) is 
Eric’s childhood sweetheart; she’s 
tragically devoted and indulgent, 
in spite of his shifting alliances 
and increasing lack of interest in 
her. That his room decorations — 
including a full-length picture of 


Annie Lennox and a bust of Mae 
West — don’t tip her off about 
Eric’s true yearnings from the 
outset shows how desperately 
such characters, here as in real life, 
want to believe their own fan¬ 
tasies. 

Shameless 

Eric’s attention shifts to one of 
his co-workers, hunky out blonde 
Rod (Andersen Gabyrch), who 
shamelessly flirts with him. When 
they finally do make it, in a motel 
room, the scene is not just hot in 
itself; it’s also a repudiation of 
decades of furtive, dark, desperate 
cinematic homo couplings. The 
camera lingers lovingly on their 
foreplay, as if the image is simply 
too sweet and sexy to opt for the 
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Chris Stafford and Lea DeLaria in Edge of Seventeen

you don’t fit in,” he says, “it’s not 
just about saying, ‘I’m gay, so fuck 
you.’ People who love you have big 
adjustments to make. That can be 
really difficult. We were trying to 
show not only how a gay teenager 
comes out, but also how that 
complicates all his relationships.” 

“I don’t like coming out stories 
where everything is rosy,” More- 
ton says, wrinkling his nose. “The 
world doesn’t become better, you 
just have different problems and 
different issues. Eric hurts other 


people, other people hurt him. 
Everybody does not have a good 
time.” 

The full Mommy 

These are precisely the ele¬ 
ments that make Edge of Seven¬ 
teen such a welcome departure 
from cute coming-of-age flicks in 
which nobody seems the worse 
for making what is a terrifically 
difficult decision. Stephens and 
Moreton filter nearly everything 
in their film — from changing 
tastes about clothing, music and 
dating to family relations and 
friendships — through Eric’s eyes. 
And when the film focuses on

other viewpoints — notably Eric’s 
mother and his sort-of girlfriend, 
Maggie — it presents those char¬ 
acters as fully fleshed-out human 
beings. The film is among the first 
to imbue such stock characters as 
‘the mom’ and ‘the girlfriend’ with 
the complexity they deserve. This 
all adds up to the film’s distinc¬ 
tive, often frightening viewpoint 
toward experiences with which 
many gay men (and no small 
number of women) will identify, 
like the climate of hostility that 
invariably greets people who are 
different. Moreton goes so far as 
to liken Eric’s situation to 
Matthew Shepard’s. 

“I wasn’t like Eric. Or Todd. Or 
Matthew, for that matter,” More¬ 
ton says. “Like Matthew, Eric is all 
the things we vilify—he’s not big, 
not masculine. He’s not complete¬ 
ly confident.” Moreton’s voice 
trails off briefly, his thoughts 
turning to his native Utah, which 
borders Wyoming to its north. “I 
passed as straight. I put a lot of 
energy into being that way, so I 
didn’t get ridiculed. I was very 
moved by Matthew’s death, 
knowing the loneliness of the 
landscape. 

“I don’t like the way gay cul¬ 
ture is so hypermasculine now, 
the steroids and muscles,” More¬ 
ton continues, shaking his head. 
“Anything to do with our softer 
side has become bad. It frustrates 
me that we’ve embraced the 
straight culture’s ideas of mas¬ 
culinity, so much so that we’re 
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modifying our bodies to an ob¬ 
scene extent instead of celebrating 
that we’re different, being proud 
of our gentleness.” 

Moreton originally signed on 
to produce Seventeen, which 
Stephens, a recent graduate of 
NYU’s film program, planned to 
direct himself. But after multiple 
script rewrites and casting, when 
the creative team actually arrived 
at Stephens’ hometown of San¬ 
dusky, Ohio, where the film is set, 
the young filmmaker found the 
confluence of art and reality too 
much to bear. 

“It was way too freaky,” 
Stephens recalls. “Here I was in 
this town I had fled, resurrecting 
the bar where I had come out in 
the actual building where it used 
to be. Here were my family, my 
friends, my school, even some of 
the same teachers. Here was my 
life. Although I had essentially re¬ 
created my life on paper, doing it 
before my eyes and doing it at 
home was something else entire¬ 
ly. I really lost any perspective on 
it whatsoever.” 

In a wrenching series of dis¬ 
cussions over a number of days, 
Stephens handed the directing 
reins to Moreton. “David and I 
had been working so closely I felt 
he’d have a clearer focus. It was 
hard, a tough choice, but it 
worked out best for the film in the 
long run.” Stephens even says he 
would have been harder on him¬ 
self — and on Sandusky — had 
he been able to do another 
rewrite. 

“I think when I wrote the 
script I had a somewhat romanti¬ 
cized view of my hometown. I re¬ 
alized when we went back that I’d 
forgotten how scary certain parts 
of it were and that some things 
hadn’t changed, even now. People 
still lie and lie and lie to people 
they really love — because they 
have to.” 

Moreton believes the deceit re¬ 
quired to stay in the closet is what 
really makes life difficult for those 
on the edge of coming out. “The 
lies are really what damages your 
relationships,” he says. “Being gay 
is hard, but lying to people who 
love you and trust you, that really 
messes everything up.” 

“A good coming out movie has 
to deal with self-acceptance,” 
Stephens adds. “You have to figure 
out who you are, find like people 
and, eventually, be comfortable 
with yourself.” He falls uncharac¬ 
teristically silent. “I had lied to my 
mother so many times. And she 
knew I was lying. The day we 
started healing was the day I said 
to her, ‘I will never lie to you 
again.’” ▼

Dangerous Liaisons edited by Eric 
Brandt; The New Press, $22.95 

|| oaded titles don’t always 
transfer well, but San Fran- 
% cisco State Philosophy pro¬ 
fessor Eric Brandt’s choice for this 
collection of essays on the volatile 
relationships of black and gay ef¬ 
forts to advance liberation causes 
is most appropriate. The title’s 
original use set the sophisticated 
tone for a tale of the amorous but 
often nasty antics of some 
Parisians, as related by Laclos de 
Choderlo on both page and the 
Silver Screen. This anthology, on 
the other hand, deals with the ex¬ 
pressions of heavy contemporary 
thinkers on their respective strug¬ 
gles for equality. Both communi¬ 


ties, black and gay, recognize that 
they are bound to be compared. 

Post-Stonewall activities and 
organizations saw emergent gay 
groups taking their cues in great 
part from the civil rights organiza¬ 
tions that predated them, but 
though there were commonalties, 
there were — and still are — dif¬ 
ferences. In 1963, American blacks 
marched on Washington, DC 
under the leadership of Martin 
Luther King, Jr., with the signal 
event being King’s inspiring “I 
Have a Dream” speech. Thirty years 
elapsed before the US gay commu¬ 
nity duplicated that grand gesture. 

In the meantime, while the 
rhetoric and activity of the two 
groups seemed similar much of 
the time, differences became ob¬ 
vious. One of the main ones was 
made clear by the black churches, 
which condemned gays for living 


in a manner contradictory to 
Scripture. Such condemnation 
created homophobia in the black 
community, as is enunciated in 
Cheryl Clarke’s essay, “The Failure 
to Transform: Homophobia in the 
Black Community.” But impor¬ 
tant change is also underway, as is 
described in Gary David Com¬ 
stock’s “‘Whosoever’ Is Welcome 
Here: An Interview with Reverend 
Edwin C. Sanders.” A prophecy of 
positive, continued change is also 
advanced by Cornel West, a pro¬ 
fessor of the Harvard University 
School of Divinity, in “Heterosex¬ 
ism and Transformation.” 

Other voices represent realities 
which fight some white prejudices. 
For example, in his biography of 
the extraordinary singer and open 
leftist Paul Robeson “Writing 
Robeson,” Martin Duberman, 
white historian and author, demol¬ 


ishes the stereotype of the 
black male as threatening 
supersexual athlete. 

The collection con¬ 
tains essays intent on 
demonstrating that black 
and gay goals are so alike 
that the real danger is 
preserving and pursuing 
prejudices. In that sense, 
liaisons between the 
communities can only 
lessen potential dangers 
and garner strength, as 
is illustrated in the 
essay by Cathy J. 

Cohen and Tamara 
Jones, “Fighting Ho¬ 
mophobia Versus 
Challenging Hetero¬ 
sexism.” 

Brandt’s anthology is a brilliant 
survey of incisive thought on the 
difficulties and the hope for the 


evolution of increasing under¬ 
standing and respect between black 
and gay efforts for equality. T

the contributors to set the agenda 
— and most of what I had initial¬ 
ly wanted in the book is there, as 
well as some ideas that contribu¬ 
tors suggested. I took a lighter ed¬ 
itorial hand because of these con¬ 
cerns.” 

Brandt spent several years 
pulling the project together, en¬ 
listing the help of many sources in 
both the queer community and 
African American community. 
“I’d been thinking about the issue 
for a long time,” Brandt said. “I 
wanted to get some of the best 
minds from the African American 
community and the gay and les¬ 
bian community, and have them 
address these issues in different 
ways. Then two years ago, a friend 
of mine suggested putting togeth¬ 
er a proposal. She had been an ed¬ 
itor and was now becoming an 
agent, so she was a great help.” 

But such a complex and volatile 
topic sounded marketing alarms to 
publishers. “I got some wonderful 
rejection letters,” Brandt noted 
wryly. “It was clear publishers were 
concerned the book wouldn’t pro¬ 
duce the appropriate profit mar¬ 
gin. Luckily, The New Press liked 
the idea.” Nor did the press push 
their own agenda, save requesting 
that Brandt add some academic 
heavy-hitters, a condition to which 
he readily agreed. But despite the 
addition of academics to the mix 
of contributors, the book remains 


immensely readable. “I always 
wanted [ Liaisons ] to be accessible” 
to a wide audience, Brandt assert¬ 
ed. “I used the Henry Louis Gates 
essay as a model — pieces that 
were beautifully written, but with 
very strong ideas.” 

Between two worlds 

Although he listened carefully 
to possible contributors, Brandt 
didn’t want to stray too far from 
his initial idea of opening a dia¬ 
logue on racism and homophobia. 
“I had approached bell hooks to 
do an essay,” he said. “She voiced 
some concerns that the book 
would pit the two communities 
against each other. I explained that 
they weren’t just two separate 
communities, that there was a lot 
of overlap, and that nobody knows 
these issues better than people 
who have to straddle both worlds.” 
What Brandt didn't want was a 
book that merely offered plati¬ 
tudinous rhetoric about how we 
are all the same under the skin — 
and the sheets. “I took what hooks 
said to heart,” he asserted, “but I 
didn’t just want a bunch of people 
saying we should all just get along. 
I wanted a book that would move 
the debate forward, but which 
would also be hopeful.” 

One influence on Brandt had 
been noted African American aca¬ 
demician Cornel West. “I had al¬ 
ways hoped to include [West],” 
Brandt noted. “I had a class with 
him in graduate school, and there 
was a discussion on who is more 
oppressed, blacks or gays. That was¬ 


n’t very productive, but I thought a 
book like this might lead to more 
productive and diverse dialogue.” 

That goal is already being real¬ 
ized. “There are panels being put 
together on the topic” as a direct 
result of the book, Brandt said. 
One such panel is being coordi¬ 
nated for the fall by Riverside 
Church, the noted Union Theo¬ 
logical Seminary, and Columbia 
University. Said Brandt, “You can’t 
talk about the [black] civil rights 
movement without including the 
black church, and you can’t talk 
about the gay community without 
discussing the impact of the reli¬ 
gious right on gay politics. So I’m 
happy to see that coming togeth¬ 
er. A similar panel is planned in 
Boston between the Kennedy 
School at Harvard and the local 
political action group GLAAD. It’s 
very satisfying — the whole point 
of putting together the book was 
to get exactly that kind of re¬ 
sponse, to get people talking, com¬ 
municating about these points.” 

A recent event at San Francis¬ 
co’s A Different Light Bookstore 
elicited another set of responses. 
“I did a reading with Jewelle 
[Gomez] and Darieck [Scott] at A 
Different Light,” Brandt said. 
“There is a younger generation 
that is surprised that race is an 
issue or still needs to be an issue. 
And then other people in the au¬ 
dience asked questions like, ‘Why 
didn’t you include an essay on in¬ 
terracial relationships?’ or ‘Why 
didn’t you do an essay on the ex¬ 
otic as erotic?’ It felt gratifying 
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that the book raised these issues.” 

Full house 

Brandt’s modest response to 
his own impact on the final pro¬ 
ject isn’t coy, but does belie the di¬ 
versity and complexity he has 
brought to the collection. One as¬ 
pect of the book that sets it apart 
from other anthologies by gay 
men is the full complement of les¬ 
bian voices. “This was something I 
was very conscious about 
throughout the process,” Brandt 
acknowledges. “I admit I kept a 
running tally in my head. I really 
wanted to have everyone repre¬ 
sented here, to get these groups of 
people talking to each other. That 
demanded full representation.” 
The only sector Brandt was un¬ 


able to have as fully represented is 
straight black women. 

“I would have liked more voic¬ 
es, but a lot of people turned me 
down — they either had concerns 
about the issues or they were sim¬ 
ply too busy with their own pro¬ 
jects,” he lamented. “This is a 
group that is really in demand.” 

Some of the book’s essays are 
highly politicized, others deeply 
spiritual, and still others predicated 
on cultural ideas. Brandt especially 
liked the latter approach, which 
melded nicely with his accessibility 
theme. “Art is a reflection of our so¬ 
ciety,” he said. “So using novels, 
films, poems — it’s a quick way to 
get to those issues without the con¬ 
tention that I talk about in that class 
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Genius that burns this white 
hot is a worry. Mehldau reports a 
couple of bouts with heroin ad¬ 
diction, and though he espouses a 
genuine commitment to be clean, 
he still seems possessed of a 
haunted, and haunting, spirit. 
And this current obsession with 
mortality is less than comforting. 
One can only hope this searing 
music speaks more to cycling than 
to elegy-making. 


Vanished 

Benny Green has been absent 
from the Northern California 
scene since his triumphal engage¬ 
ment closing the “old” Yoshi’s, on 
College Avenue, and an appear¬ 
ance at the Monterey Jazz Festival 
two years ago that erased any 
doubt that this “promising” young 
pianist had not only fulfilled the 
promise but found his own, mag¬ 
isterial voice. In fact, there hadn’t 
been many American sightings of 
the Berkeley-born, New York- 
based Green over the same period, 
and it’s been more than two years 
since his last record, Kaleidoscope. 
It turns out that the guy has mere¬ 
ly been playing elsewhere, largely 
in Asia, and worries about him 
have been salved by the release of 
his new Blue Note CD, These Are 
Soulful Days, recorded in New 
York just weeks before Mehldau’s. 

Playing with a drummerless 
trio that includes two regular mu¬ 
sical partners, guitarist Russell 
Malone and bassist Christian 
McBride, Green checks back in 
with a recording, honoring his 
label’s 60th anniversary, that’s ar¬ 
tistically the antithesis of 
Mehldau’s fiercely concentrated 
playing. “Soulful” is the tip-off 
here, and the easy, blues-y cast of 
this new CD brings what his short 
note promises: “some enjoyment.” 
While the playing is daringly free, 
it’s nothing like the powerhouse, 


But the killer among new re¬ 
leases is Homecoming, Milestone’s 
first-ever publication of Bill 
Evans’ November 6,1979 concert 
at his alma mater, Southeastern 
Louisiana University, his first and 
last appearance there (he died the 
following year) since his gradua¬ 
tion with honors in 1950. The 
sound is strictly college auditori¬ 
um, with regrettably glassy 
sonorities from the piano, but 
Evans and his final trio (Marc 
Johnson on bass and Joe LaBar- 
bera on drums) are in peak form, 
and any deficiencies in the record¬ 
ing are quickly forgotten in the 
magic of the moment. 

Evans leaves no doubt that the 
evening meant a great deal to him, 
and he regales his adoring audi¬ 
ence with some of the greatest per¬ 
formances ever captured of the 
tunes that were his preoccupations 
at the end. Nothing is held back in 
playing that indulges both the ve¬ 
locity and dynamic extremes that 
characterized Evans’ late playing 
— and the rich, dappled har¬ 
monies that were the hallmarks of 
his artistry from the start are on 
rare display here, too. The combi¬ 
nation of high spirits and the sheer 
aching, penetrating beauty of the 
playing is almost overwhelming in 
its intensity. The readings of “Turn 
Out the Stars,” “I Loves You, Porgy” 
and “Some Day My Prince Will 
Come” rank with his greatest, and 
a towering performance of “But 
Beautiful” caps the set. 

The booklet contains a fascinat¬ 
ing account of the event by Ron 
Nethercutt and some great snaps of 
the young Evans. The CD itself in¬ 
cludes Rod Starns’ short interview 
with the pianist, but Evans’ vocal 
presence is captured even more af- 
fectingly in his verbal repartee with 
the audience between tunes. But in 
every respect, Evans was rarely 
more present than he was in this 
sentimental — but hardly senti¬ 
mentalized — homecoming. “But 
Beautiful,” indeed. T 


rhythmically and harmonically 
adventurous stuff Green was 
proposing in his last local dates. 

Tunes like Bobby Hutcherson’s 
“Summer Nights” and the title 
tune, by Calvin Massey, find him 
deploying in the delicate touch 
that represents the sensitive, Bill 
Evans-y end of his expressive 
spectrum. But mostly the fare is 
exuberant and free-wheeling, and 
Green revels in the fun side of his 
virtuosity — exhibitionism calcu¬ 
lated to make it seem easy rather 
than hard. The absence of a 
drummer and his colleagues’ soft, 
subtle yet equally virtuoso contri¬ 
butions add to the sense of light¬ 
ness. The booklet’s back cover 
boasts an uncaptioned color pic¬ 
ture of what must be Benny as a 
child, presumably in his Berkeley 
backyard. Like the adult Green 
and this CD, it’s a charmer. 


The return of a jazz trio

year-old pianist played with his 
trio in Jack London Square. (Who 
knows? Maybe those tunes were 
that new.) But otherwise cycle has 
“Jazz Solo Recording of the Year” 
stamped all over it. 

It is, from the top, sheerly 
transfixing. As only the greatest 
musicians can, Mehldau conjures 
a unique sound world the mo¬ 
ment the music begins. It’s all 
there from the start, coiled and 
just waiting to unfold. This is not 
the kind of jazz record you can 
put on while doing anything else. 
You either won’t hear it at all, or 
you’ll instantly stop whatever else 
you’re doing. 

This indecently gifted young 
pianist and composer (all the ma¬ 
terial on elegiac cycle is his own) 
weighs in like a pre-dementia 
Robert Schumann, with intense, 
introverted, carefully wrought 
pieces — sculptures in sound, re¬ 
ally — dispatched with lapidary 
perfection. When the “set list” in¬ 
cludes items like “Goodbye Story¬ 
teller,” “Rtickblick” (roughly, 
“Look-back”) and “The Bard Re¬ 
turns,” you know this isn’t every¬ 
day jazz. And the tiny, six-point 
note, “Brad Mehldau is a Steinway 
artist,” is the kind of thing you’d 
be more likely to find on a Evgeny 
Kissin record. Well, there isn’t 
anything in the least ordinary 
about this CD, and that’s the good 
news. You don’t breathe much 
while listening to this stuff, but 
you don’t care, either. 

If the packaging were any arti¬ 
er, it would be off-putting. Then 
there’s Mehldau’s own six-panel 
essay, “vita brevis ars longa” (at 
least that title, “life is short, art 
long,” isn’t original), a meditation 
on man’s bid for immortality 
through art, and very likely the 
first jazz liner note in history to 
reference Hegel as well as 
Coltrane. And there are the sub¬ 
stantial quotes from Allen Gins¬ 
berg and William Burroughs that 
inspired one of the album’s other 
great moments, “Elegy for William 
Burroughs and Allen Ginsberg.”

A ll That Jazz” is hardly the 
theme song in the Bay Area 
these days, but three new 
CDs bring major relief from the 
currently dry club scene. These 
new CDs by major jazz pianists — 
two of the day’s young Turks and 
a departed master in a major new 
find — could carry even the most 
slavish jazz fan most of the way to 
September’s Monterey Jazz Festi¬ 
val. Add to that the consideration 


that all three represent major feats 
of packaging, and you’ve got 
yourself a substantial musical 
meal in three courses. Feed, feed. 

Just prior to his last gig at 
Yoshi’s — the last for the easily 
foreseeable future, anyway — 
Brad Mehldau nipped down to 
LA to cut a little solo record. 
While it’s in many respects the 
one Mehldau’s fans have been 
waiting for, the only regret is that, 
given the timing, this new Warner 
Brothers CD, elegiac cycle, doesn’t 
contain the new tunes the 28- 
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Stravinsky from A (‘Agon’) 
to Z (‘Zvezdoliki’)

hilarious anecdotes and insightful 
musical examples, mostly based 
on actual experiences. Some very 
pleasing singing and playing from 
chamber-sized forces made for an 
instructive and intimate kick-off. 
Dubbed Stravinsky in Miniature, 
it was truly Stravinsky in micro¬ 
cosm. 

Soprano Lisa Vroman (yes, 
that Phantom of the Opera girl) 
displayed a pure classical tech¬ 
nique in a variety of Stravinsky 
vocal rarities. The salon vocalise 
of Pastorale segued to the Four 
Russian Songs and the enchanti¬ 
ng The Owl and the Pussycat, the 
composer’s last completed work, 
dedicated to his second wife Vera, 
on the poem of Edward Lear. It 
was written hastily to prevent the 
previous “Requiem Canticles” 
from becoming too obvious an 
epitaph. How subtle, how amus¬ 
ing, and how typically Stravin- 
skian. 

The “neoprimitive” Octet, a 
uniquely attractive instrumental 
sonata, allowed the orchestral 
soloists a chance at center stage 
and rounded out an evening that 
more than compensated for miss¬ 
ing the opening night of Das 
Rheingold across the street. 

Russian roots 

The splashier “official” First 
concert bill was called Stravinsky's 
Russia. As cosmopolitan as the 
composer was, he never forgot his 
Russian heritage, and the bur¬ 
lesque Reynard, adapted from folk 
tales, was presented here in the 
English translation by Rollo H. 
Myers. The translation was a 
mixed blessing, for it was seldom 
intelligible, but the general air of 
humor was readily discerned. 

Les Noces (The Wedding) fol¬ 
lowed, in a hectic performance 
that stressed the dramatic impuls¬ 
es which make this work for 
soloists and chorus such a star¬ 
tling masterpiece. The starkness 
of the instrumentation — four pi¬ 
anos and percussion — was con¬ 
veyed brilliantly, and set the stage 
perfectly for the composer’s most 
famous score. 

It never ceases to amaze that 
The Rite of Spring remains forever 
shocking. It’s perfect enough to be 
relatively performance-proof, but 
it doesn’t hurt if the interpreter is 
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as masterful as MTT, and he blew 
the roof off Davies once again 
with his big and harshly lit pro¬ 
duction. 

The following week featured a 
pre-concert piano recital by Peter 
Serkin, a nice gift to patrons who 
were in attendance for Stravinsky 
in Paris: The Neoclassical Years. 
The delicious Symphony in C 
opened the concert proper, and 
Serkin reappeared for a breath¬ 
taking rendition of the fiendishly 
difficult Capriccio for Piano and 
Orchestra. If anyone has the mea¬ 
sure of the motoric energy of the 
score, it is Peter Serkin, and MTT 
matched him with an orchestral 
framework that made perfect 
sense. 

My seatmate overheard anoth¬ 
er audience member inquire, “Are 
you a Trekkie, or here for Stravin¬ 
sky?” as we moved to the lobby for 
intermission. We didn’t hear the 
reply, but there were probably 
more than a few on hand just for 
the appearance of Patrick Stewart 
as the Narrator, Soldier and the 
Devil in The Soldier's Tale, which 
completed the evening. 

A small instrumental ensemble 
headed by violinist Nadya Tich- 
man, some fairly discreet theatri¬ 
cal lighting and a platform were 
all that was needed to give Stew¬ 
art a fine setting for his sonorous 
voice and nuanced performance. 


He looked just as he does on film 
— sleek, saturnine and sexy. He 
also kept his tendency to grand 
thespianism in check with a nice 
mix of wit and subtlety. 

Stravinsky’s Sacred Music, per¬ 
formed in the vast reaches of 
Grace Cathedral, could be 
deemed an admirable failure, 
though criticisms were all based 
on location, location, location. If 
one sat close to the stage (central 
altar), all sounds were audible and 
the really long decay time was 
fairly acceptable. Less fortunate 
listeners, however, complained of 
choristers who appeared to be lip- 
synching and strings that were 
simply seen, but not heard. 

The spare and crystalline 
beauties of Stravinsky’s late choral 
works were presented in an unre¬ 
lieved stretch of demanding con¬ 
centration. I found little difficul¬ 
ty in losing myself in their medi¬ 
tative austerity, and the audience 
was wonderfully attentive, but it 
was a long night, and the gor¬ 
geous Symphony of Psalms which 
closed the concert was not helped 
at all by Tilson Thomas’s inexplic¬ 
ably slow tread in the closing sec¬ 
tion. Those glorious alleluias can¬ 
not fail to move me, but I was 
ready to leave with haste. 

The final festival program 
Stravinsky in America was a joyous 
romp, a bit spotty due to the

brevity of some of the pieces, but 
brought to a thoroughly satisfying 
close with a terrific reading of the 
Symphony in Three Movements. 

Scenes de ballet and Agon were 
also a pleasure, but the evening 
was made memorable for me with 
a happy romp through a personal 
favorite, the Ebony Concerto. Luis 
Baez got some tasty licks in with 
his central clarinet role, and MTT 
and the orchestral players clearly 
enjoyed supporting him. 

A fabulous festival, and a ter¬ 
rific antidote to San Francisco’s 
typically cool summer weather. 
Summer in the City, the Sympho¬ 
ny’s replacement for the funky 
and fun old Pops concerts, will 
have to work overtime to match 
Stravinsky’s fireworks. ▼

W ho said New York was a 
summer festival? The sea¬ 
son is barely upon us, and 
already we have been through the 
Black and White Ball, Pride Week, 
the Ring cycle and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony’s Stravinsky Fes¬ 
tival. It has all been mostly mar¬ 
velous, but J am here to nominate 
Michael Tilson Thomas for the 
unyielding energy award. His 
three-week celebration of Igor 
Stravinsky’s vast musical legacy 
has been, by turns, exciting, illu¬ 
minating and very entertaining. 

As we leave the 20th century, 
we’re forming perspectives about 
the historical importance of 
artists from, every genre, and 
MTT has made an early and con¬ 
vincing case for the preeminence 
of Igor Stravinsky in modern 
music. From his fateful first en¬ 
counter with the great Russian 
pedagogue Rimsky-Korsakov in 
1903, the composer’s career fol¬ 
lowed an inexorable tread that 
powered through great ballet col¬ 
laborations with Serge Diaghilev: 
The Firebird, Petrushka and the 
literally riotous premiere of The 
Rite of Spring. After that seminal 
moment, his name became forev¬ 
er synonymous with the avant 
garde. 

Stravinsky’s post-Wo rid War I 
compositions utilized smaller 
forces by necessity, and the jazzy, 
lean sound he created for The Sol¬ 
dier's Tale signaled his final break 
with the Russian orchestral 
school. A lustrously productive 
sojourn to Paris and his assump¬ 
tion of French citizenship 
brought on an extended neoclas¬ 
sical phase. His reinventions of 
Mozart, Gluck and Handel still 
managed to sound like pure 
Stravinsky, and even when he fi¬ 
nally turned to twelve-tone tech¬ 
niques many years later, after a 
final move to the US, the elegant 
results were utterly characteristic. 

The Hollywood period was 
when he first crossed paths with a 
very young Michael Tilson 
Thomas. The symposium which 
opened the Stravinsky Festival felt 
like an evening with the compos¬ 
er himself, as MTT brought his 
delightful acting skills to bear in

can’t have the same impact as the 
high-rise space, but the general ef¬ 
fect still is there. 

The reception area of an actu¬ 
al suite of offices provides the 
playing area, and it’s a little eerie 
as the audience files in to find a 
trio of workers realistically toiling 
at their desks to strains of Muzak. 
They are going about their busi¬ 
ness with haughty efficiency, 
oblivious to audience members 
meandering to their seats, when 
an intruder violates this sterile ex¬ 


ecutive world. 

It is the deceptively nerdy Den¬ 
nis Post, a low-level employee 
who arrives with a simple request 
and winds up unnerving the com¬ 
pany’s inner sanctum. There is 
calculation to his foot-in-the- 
mouth bleatings, though his para¬ 
noia seems genuine — and infec¬ 
tious. It leads to a heady moment 
of comic chaos, though a curious¬ 
ly lethargic “surprise” ending dis¬ 
sipates most of it. 

Three of the four original cast 
members are recreating their roles 
nine years later, and David Dower 
is back as the director. Newcomer 
Nancy Lee Russell has joined Jane 


Angeles and Rick Hickman as the 
executive assistants, and Brian 
Thorstenson is again the lowly 
Dennis. They create a polished 
ensemble. 

The Bug was originally set in 
Chicago, but several San Francisco 
references serve to reset the locale. 
They prove distracting, but either 
way, they place the play in a famil¬ 
iar world that should be more 
threateningly anonymous. T

seems even more disposable now. 
L. Peter Callender’s earnest per¬ 
formance can’t compete in the 
madcap world around it. 

In this rendering, the avari¬ 
cious holy man Tartuffe is played 
by Darryl Theirse as a cross be¬ 
tween Little Richard and televan¬ 
gelists like Reverend Ike. But 
Theirse is relatively restrained in 
contrast to some of the other 
members of the household in 
which he happily, and lucratively, 
finds himself. 

Steven Anthony Jones plays the 
wealthy businessman Orgon, the 


head of that household, as a 
bouncing cartoon whose sudden 
burst of piety has him ready to 
sign over his wealth to Tartuffe 
and even to force his horrified 
daughter to marry the ersatz cler¬ 
gyman. Comically played as a bit 
of a dim deb by Anika Noni Rose, 
Mariane had had her heart set on 
marrying Valere, a Latind rebel 
without a clue in Rudy Guerrero’s 
amusing take on the character. 

Tartuffe is happy enough to 
marry Mariane, but he also has his 
eye on Elmire, Orgon’s comely 
wife, a role that Shona Tucker fills 
with style and slapstick. Less clear 
is what Gregory Wallace is up to as 
Orgon’s testy son, but his under¬ 
stated performance gets laughs 


with its unexpected line readings. 
For the mischievous maid Dorine, 
Roxanne Raja may have taken in¬ 
spiration from Lucy Ricardo. 

Lack of polish is never a prob¬ 
lem in productions at ACT, but 
too often that polish can come at 
the expense of heart and soul. 
That’s hardly the case with 
Tartuffe, a joyful production of 
Moliere’s play that, judging by the 
roar that erupted at the final cur¬ 
tain, should be one of the theater’s 
biggest hits in years. ▼

Slowly Turning Narrative by Bill Viola 

Light, 
then time 

■ u.st minutes after leaving the SF- 

I MOM A survey of video art by 
W the masterful Bill Viola, I found 
myself inside that huge new Sony Me- 
treon™ monstrosity wailing off one 
end of Yerba Buena Center. There, in 
the depths of a crass “futuristic” shop¬ 
ping mall/movie palace, countless 
video-display images and techno 
beeps and roars assaulted me as kids 
played oversized, oversexed video 
games overdone with gaudy colors and 
endless bloodlust. I couldn’t wait to 
flee before 1 forgot how wonderful 
video art can be. 

The video masterpieces 1 experi¬ 
enced at the Bill Viola exhibit were in¬ 
spired not by money, but by soul The 
16 installations, incorporated into an 
ingeniously designed room-to-room 
journey of sight and sound, utilize im¬ 
agery, light, darkness, space, time, dis¬ 
tortion, the shock of the unexpected, 
ambient awareness, hypnotic motion, 
dub mixes, and an endless variety of 
explosions and roars — none in the 
service of blasting aliens or asteroids. 

While video games engage minds, 
they leave bodies inert. Not so the Bill 
Viola exhibit, in which the body re¬ 
sponds to the artist’s constructions by 
speeding up, slowing down, turning 
around, stopping, walking slowly for¬ 
ward toward looming objects, and re¬ 
treating down narrow passageways 
from which emanate eerie noises and 
odd flashing lights. No drugs are re¬ 
quired to appreciate this psychedelia. 
Ifs the ultimate in light-and-sound ar¬ 
chitecture, a virtual passageway 
through which minds can be trans¬ 
ported to many other realities. 

My favorite stop came at “The Re¬ 
flecting Pool” (1977-79), a 7-minute 
videotape in which a man emerges 
from a forest to stand naked before a 
rustic garden pond. Slowly, the pool 
comes to life, but seemingly occupies 
a different space and time than all 
around it. Dimensions become 
blurred, and what is real and what is 
reflection rely on the imagination. 

What distinguishes Viola s work 
from lesser video art is the spirit that 
enlivens it. Viola has drawn Inspiration 
from Zen Buddhism, Christian mysti¬ 
cism, the physics of optics and the 
mechanisms of perception, Sufi poet¬ 
ry, and the free verse of Walt Whitman. 
His work is textured, neither muscle- 
bound nor insipid, but sensuous and 
brainy. In his range of imagination 
and technique, Viola demonstrates 
what video art can be, while putting 
commercial video art to shame. ▼

Promiscuous women

hat happens when a 
woman who’s looking for 
Ms. Right falls in love 
with the perennial Ms. Right 
Now? Does she keep her heart safe 
by denying her feelings, or does 


she follow the fools where angels 
fear to tread? Two new Naiad nov¬ 
els explore the question of dueling 
three word phrases: “I love you,” 
versus “Leave before breakfast.” 

In Ann O’Leary’s latest Naiad 
novel, The Other Woman, two 
women with entirely opposite 
feelings about true love are forced 
to examine their firmly held be¬ 
liefs. Joanna is a woman who 
keeps her wounded heart private, 
while her privates are, well, any¬ 
thing but. Fiona is convinced that 
Joanna is the woman for her, but

cop-out cutaway. Not surprising¬ 
ly, Eric is nervous, but the world¬ 
ly Rod makes him slow down to 
savor, as the audience will, his 
very first seduction. 

Eric’s infatuation with Rod is 
doubly problematic: it awakens 
him to certain unpleasantries 
about life when Rod unceremoni¬ 
ously dumps him, and it gives 
him a taste of a world that, how¬ 
ever difficult, he must claim as his 
own, even while his past life and 
support systems crumble. Not 
that the film is overly grim. The 
director has lots of fun tracing 
Eric’s descent or ascent (depend¬ 
ing on who’s watching it happen) 
into fearless queerness, with an 
amusingly elaborate series of cos¬ 
tume and makeup changes. He 
embraces to almost clownish ef¬ 
fect the androgynous trends of 
British and American glam rock¬ 
ers in the ’80s. 

He also makes the crucial con¬ 
nection with the local gay bar and 
is taken under the wing of a group 
of seasoned queens who fuss over 
and protect him, even while forc¬ 
ing him further out of his closet. 
In one of the film’s most jolting 
scenes, when an already depressed 
Maggie comes to meet Eric at the 
bar, one of the queens command- 
ingly screams for all to hear, “So 


you’re Eric’s fag hag!” That the 
film’s overall tone is reserved 
makes this sudden rupture all the 
more unsettling. 

The irresistible DeLaria is the 
film’s heart, in spite of her limited 
screen time; she’s a queer mother- 
hen not unlike Jennifer Tilly in 
the more flashy Relax, It's Just 
Sex. .. But the acting throughout 
is solid without being showy. 
Chris Stafford brings credible 
naivete and earnest confusion to 
his role as queerboy on the edge. 
Anderson Gabrych has his mo¬ 
ments as the sexy cad who aban¬ 
dons Eric with the same scary en¬ 
ergy he put into pursuing him. 
And Tina Holmes quite nicely 
sketches in the doomed fag hag. 
The film gains from its use of lo¬ 
cation shooting in the town 
where writer Todd Stephens actu¬ 
ally came out, Sandusky, Ohio. 
The fact that cast and crew had to 
hide the fact that they were mak¬ 
ing a queer-themed film speaks 
volumes about how far we haven’t 
come since the ’80s. Even 
Stephens’ gay bar, the Universal 
Fruit and Nut Company, had to 
be recreated; it was replaced in 
real life by the headquarters of 
that paean to incipient patriarchy, 
Junior Achievement. ▼

of West’s in graduate school. People 
don’t get as defensive.” 

One area that did bring about 
defensiveness was the discussion 
of racism within the gay commu¬ 
nity. Although Brandt had no 
trouble finding a range of African 
American voices, straight and 
queer, to discuss homophobia in 
the African American communi¬ 
ty, the obverse was more prob¬ 
lematic. “It’s a dirty little secret,” 
he asserted. “It’s there, but people 
just can’t admit to it or even dis¬ 
cuss it. Growing up gay or lesbian 
is an isolating experience, it’s 
alienating. So is growing up black 
in a racist society. We have a lot to 
share, a lot to work together on.” 

Personal is political 

Brandt himself has no trouble 
acknowledging his own racism. 
“I’m a white person born in a 
racist society, so I’m a racist,” he 
said succinctly. “And so I fight 
racism — in myself, in my com¬ 
munity. I was fortunate that I was 
raised with the idea that racism 
wasn’t an informed position.” An 
early memory from his childhood 
in central Illinois is of his father 
making the entire family leave a 
restaurant because of some racist 
talk that was going on nearby. “It 
was almost embarrassing, the way 
he just got up and said we were 
leaving, and we all just left,” Brandt 


explained. “But then in the car, my 
parents turned to us and explained 
what had just happened and why.” 

A more recent influence on 
Brandt is his African-American 
lover. “My boyfriend Michael has 
taught me so much about the nu¬ 
ances of racism, my own racism, 
other people’s racism,” he said. 
“He shares these things with me. 
I’m so grateful that he’s willing to 
share these things with me, con¬ 
tinue to educate me.” 

Liaisons is just one step toward 
opening — and broadening — 
the dialogue on racism in the 
queer community. “It’s not just 
something we can deal with and 
put aside,” Brandt explained. “It’s 
part of the ongoing struggle and 
discussion. It so easily gets lost 
unless you keep talking about it. 
It’s always been a real challenge to 
me — what am I doing now. I 
spent a year at the Catholic work¬ 
er Jiouse in New York, a great 
growing experience — leftist pol¬ 
itics on a whole different level. 
Then I was at a concert of [the

O’Leary’s characters are richly 
and vividly drawn, with enough 
quirks and foibles to keep them 
human, but enough genuine 
goodness to make us root for 
them. The Other Woman is a fine 
read.
